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A Lot of Funny Jokes About Old 
Judge Dooly. 


JUDGE LAMAR A VICTIM OF MELANCHOLY 


Judge Crawford, ‘The Ideal of Napoleon,’ 
Now Sleeps in an Old Field—The 
Humor of Judge Shorter. 


The wit and humor of the bench, especial- 
ly in Georgia—for Georgians, in this pe- 
culiarity, have eclipsed all the balance of 
the world—have furnished tradition with 
many amusing anecdotes, only a few of 
which, however, have been gathered by the 


historian. 

A judge is a privileged character; his 
jokes are always greeted with laughter and 
stored away in memory for subsequent 


repetition. 

In addition to their humor many of the 
judges in this state have been men of 
marked peculiarity. This, however, is only 
a corollary of genius, for genius is always 
accompanied by eccentricity. 

A number of reminiscences have been 
lately gathered which may be of interest 
to the readers of The Constitution. 

Judge Dooly’s Celebrated Duel. 

Judge Dooly, of Lincoln county—to desig- 
nate him by his birthplace—was a man of 
very great talent but of comical appear- 
ance. His head was about the size of Gen- 
eral Butler’s and out of all proportion to 
his body. He was fond of joking, and both 
his voice and his facial expression con- 
tributed to his success in this propensity. 
More anecdotes and reminiscences are 
grouped about the wit of Judge Dooly than 
any other member of the Georgia bench. 

On one occasion Judge Dooly, who had 
given offense to Judge Tate, was challenged 
by the latter, who had a wooden leg, to 
mortal combat. As the judge was notably 
@ man of peaceable intentions, it created 
genuine surprise when it was given out 
that the challenge was accepted. On the 
appointed day Tate, with his second, re- 
paired to the place of meeting, where Judge 
Dooly was found sitting on a stump. 

“Where is your second, judge?’ asked 
Mr. Crawford as he came up, and who 
acted as the second for Judge Tate. 

“He is out in the woods looking for a 
gum,” replied the challenged hero with 
a broad grin. 

‘May I ask what need you have for a 
gum, sir, in this honorable affair?” replied 
the second rather indignantly. 

“IT want it to put my leg in, sir. Do you 
suppose I am going to risk my leg of flesh 
and bone against Tate’s old wooden affair? 
If I hit his leg he can get him another 
tomorrow and will be pegging about as 
usual. If he hits mine I may lose my life 
by it; certainly my leg, and then I will 
have to stump it, like Tate, for the balance 
of my life. It is too much of a risk and I 
will have to have the gum to put me on 
equal terms with my adversary.’ 

“Then, as I understand you, sir, you do 
not intend to fight?’ 

“Well, really, Mr. Crawford, that is about 
the size of it.” 

“All right then,’’ replied Mr. Crawford, 
“but remember, sir, that your name will 
appear in all the newspapers to your detri- 
ment and that everybody will brand you as 
@ coward.”’ 

“Well, Mr. Cra@ford,’ said the judge 
with a cackle, “I had rather fill every 
newspaper in Georgia than one coffin, and 
so that ends it.” 

And so it did. The beligerants retired 
from the field, Tate and his second being 
very greatly disappointed. 

This anecdote will serve to show that 
Judge Dooly, while a monumental coward 
was a man of good wit. According to a 
well-known biographer Judge Dooly was 
never known to return a blow. When Judge 
Gresham threatened to whip him, he coolly 
replied that it would do him no good, as 
anybody in the county could do it just as 
well. 

“He Was No Lawyer.” 

A certain lawyer in Lincoln county was 
@ candidate before the people for a seat in 
the Georgia legislature. When asked by 
the judge as to his prospects in the coming 
election he replied that he had serious fears 
of his defeat as the people in that county 
had a strong prejudice against voting for 
a lawyer. 

“Oh,” replied the judge, “if that is all, 
I will help you out, for you can get a cer- 
tificate from me at any time to the effect 
that you are no lawyer.” 

How the Clerk Was Rebuked. 

There are no end to the stories that are 
told of Judge Dooly. While holding court 
in Hancock county he had to impose a fine 
On two men brought before him for riot. 
He called on the clerk for a piece of paper, 
and the clerk, who was frugal in his hab- 
its, gave him a small piece of brown paper 
On which to write his order. The judge 
threw it to the floor contemptuously, giv- 
ing the clerk, at the same time, a rap on 
his bald head. 

“I would not fine a dog,” said he, ‘‘on 
such a piece of paper as that. Go, gentle- 
men, and sin no more. The next time you 
are brought before me I will see that you 
are fined on gilt-edged paper.”’ 

On His Deathbed. 

The ruling passion with Judge Dooly was 
strong even in death. When confined to his 
bed, for the last time, a friend called to in. 
Quire of his condition. The judge knew he 
was dying, but replied, with a smile, that 
he had a bad cold without a cough to suit 
it—that his cold never worried him when 
his cough was agreeable. 

Judge Dooly was a man of wonderful rec- 
Oliection. His memory embraced every- 
thing he ever heard or read. As a judge of 
law he had no superior, and his clear in- 


On the Bench. 

During the latter part of his life and after 
he was stricken with paralysis in Washing- 
ton, Mr. Crawford was appointed to succeed 
Judge Dooly as the juage ot the northern 
circuit of Georgia. In this capacity, how- 
ever, it was only the wreck of his former 
self. He no longer towered in the con- 
sciousness of his physical superiority. His 
appearance was worn and emaciated; his 
fingers trembled with a nervous irritation 
and his shoulders drooped. He still re- 
tained, however, much of his intellectual 
vigor and now and then a gleam of the 
old fire would flash in his blue eyes, which 
had lost much of their former brilliancy. 
Considering his paralyzed condition he 
made a thorough and impartial judge and 
his rulings, which were guided by his 
recollection only, gave very general satisfac- 
tion. 

Judge Crawford’s paralysis was due to 
the improper use of lobelia, which was 
taken by him to relieve an attack of ery- 
sipelas. He died on the 15th of September, 
1834, and was buried in the garden of his 
home in Oglethorpe county, from which his 
ashés have never been removed, and where 
they have never been glorified by any mar- 
ble eulogy. 

Judge Lamar’s Melancholy. 

The father of the late associate justice, 
Hon. L. Q. C. Lamar, who was among 
the first to honor the name of his distin- 
guished family, was given to frequent spells 
of melancholy. His name, like that of his 
son, was L. Q. C. Lamar, and, as a jurist, 
he was one of the most distinguished men 
this state has ever produced. 

For several years after entering the prac- 
tice he found it difficult to make a living. 
This was due in part to his lofty sense of 
honor. A man of irreproachable character, 
and with sensibilities as refined and delicate 
as those of any woman, he refused to so- 
licit patronage, or stoop to secure the emo- 
luments of his profession. Endowed with 
a richly poetic imagination, many were the 
soulful effusions which came from his pen 
and stamped him as a man of surpassing 
brilliancy. 

But to return to his melancholy affliction. 
Even when prosperous at the bar and when 
clients surged about him—with a home life 
which was absolutely beautiful, and with 
everything which was needed to promote 
his happiness, he was still given, at fre- 
quent intervals, to melancholy.. 

His Behavior During a Trial. 

On one occasion, to quote from his bi- 
ography, he was trying an important case 
in Twiggs county—a case for the trial of 
which he had made extensive preparations. 
When it came his turn to speak he arose 
with perfect self-possession and, having 
proceeded through an exordium of great 
beauty, he suddenly came to a dead halt. 
No one knew the cause of his hesitation 
until he announced to his associate with 
great mortification, that he felt his depres- 
sion coming on and he would not be able 
to proceed. Thereupon the whole advocacy 
of the case devolved upon the associate 
council. 

As proof of Judge Lamar’s delicate sense 
of honor he was importuned to seek for 
the judgeship against Hon. Thomas W. 
Cobb, who had lost much of his popularity, 
but who needed the emoluments of the posi- 
tion. Had Judge Lamar consented he 
would have setured the election, but in- 
stead of that he espoused the cause of 
his adversary. 

Before the term of Mr. Cobb expired, 
however, his death created a vacancy, 
which Mr. Lamar could honorably consent 
to fill. He applied for the office and over- 
whelmingly secured it. 

How Judge Lamar Died. 

The life of Judge Lamar ended in a dark 
tragedy. Although confessedly the ablest 
and purest of all the men who adorned the 
state’s judiciary, he was still a victim of 
his former melancholy. While mentally suf- 
fering under the incubus of this affliction 
he was supposed to have taken his own 
life at the age of thirty-seven. On the 
scene of his pathetic death the cutrain ts 
lowered. 

On the day of his funeral everybody in 
the little town of Milledgeville seemed to 
vie with each other in paying their respect 
to his memory. He was a man without 
fear and without guile, and as such he was 
universally beloved. The tribute of the 
bar was such as had never before been 
paid to the memory of any man. 

In the cemetery at Milledgeville, Ga., 
on the banks of the Oconee river, a monu- 
ment in the shape of an’ obelisk has been 
erected over the ashes of Judge Lamar. 
The following is the inscription:

Sacred to the memory of 
Lucius Q. C. Lamar, late Judge 
of the Superior Court of the Oc. 
mulgee Circuit, who, during a brief 
period of four years, discharged the 
duties of that high office with 
probity, firmness, efficiency and un- 
questionable reputation. The de- 
voted love of his family, the ardent 
attachment of personal friends, the 
admiration of the bar, and the uni- 
versal approbation of his enlighten- 
ed administration of justice, attest 
the goodness and greatness of one 
arrested by death too early in the 
bright career in which he had 
been placed by his native state. 
. Born July 15, 1797. 
Died July 4, 1834. 
. o " * * s o me . * 
As an orator, a man of genius and of 
high honor Judge Lamar has never been 
surpassed. On the banks of the Ocmulgee 
river, near the city of Macon, the ashes 
of his illustrious son, who completed his 
unfinished work and carried out the pre- 
dictions of his early ambition, are interred. 
The case is unexampled and without a 
parallel. The elder Lamor was a brother 
of General Mirabeau Lamar, the president 
of the Texas republic. 
In speaking of this distinguished family a 
well-known writer has observed: 
“The name of mar has long been a 
synonym for talent chivalrous honor in 


he has used all possible expedition; for the 
court will perceive that in his effort to- 
complete his toilet he has put on his shirt | 
wrong end upward.” In this remark he, 
had reference to the long shirt collar” 
which was then the prevailing fashion. 
The opposing lawyer completely lost his 
self-possession and the case was won by 
Judge Shorter. . 
As a judge there were few men who were 
better qualified for the bench than Judge 
Shorter. He was endowed with a peculiar 
faculty in this respect and possessed in 
an eminent degree the genius of discrimina- 
tion. He was always temperate, and in 
spite of the great ‘“‘good fellowship,’’ at a 
time when nearly every lawyer in his cir- 
cuit tipped the glass, he rigidly abstained. ’ 
He had his faults, however, and was fond 
of gaming. This was the only fault of 
any consequence which marred his career. 
Judge Shorter breathed his last on the 
13th of December, 186. He is buried in 
Columbus, Ga., with the following inscrip- 
tion on his monument:

Eli §S. Shorter, 
Who Departed this Life 
December 13, 1836. 
In the 44th Year of His Age.

A volume of interesting reminiscences 
might be gathered, of the man who have 
illustrated the bench of Georgia, and whose 
virtues, both in public and private, have 
added lustre to the crown of the profession. 
Along the banks of. almost every stream, 
rising in the form of a time-defaced me- 
morial, or lying in the shape of a cold 
block of stone or marble above their ashes, 
appear the melancholy signs by which the 
resting places of the earlier judges are 
made known to posterity. They were good 
and true men; a few of them great and 
gifted; but none of them are honored in 
the measure of that high respect which 
lofty columns pay to the memory of the 
illustrious dead. It is a shame that Geor- 
&-ans ignore in death the men whom, in 
life, they fiattered with the chaff of im-

Nothing but a bet could logitally follow 
such a remark, and bottles of the usual 
size and quality were wagered amid much 
disputing on the part of-interested by- 
standers. “iy ;

1901 Is the First Year. 


The confusion all seems to arise from the 
fact that the number of the year which 
goes to complete any century, as the year 
1500 or 1800 or 1900, always contains the first 
two figures of the century which is to fol- 
low. One would ngt think of saying in 
ordinary _ counting that the number 100 be- 
longtd <utsi@e of the first hundred, or that 
the second hundred began before the num- 
ber 21. So in counting the years of a cen- 
tury the year 19v0, for instance, every day 
of it until midnight of December Slst, is 
necessary to complete the full measure of 
the years of the nineteenth century. ‘the 
twentieth will not begin until the follow- 
ing day, which will be January i, 1901. 

It is probable, however, that during the 
last years of every century of the Christian 
era the sa@ig subject has been discussed, 
with the same diversity of opinion. This 
only goes to show how little humanity 
learns from facts not handed down consecu- 
tively from generation to generation. Let 
but a,slight break occur in the constant 
scrutify of an idea, and the ground must 
be retraced as lessons repeated in the ears 
of inattentive children.

The principles of this association are fidel- 
ity, benevolence, protection and education, 
and its growth has been remarkable, scat- 
tering its highly steel-engaved charters 
throughout this country and Canada in less 
time than five years. 

Their conventions are held yearly. Dur- 
ing the year this association is under the 
control of the president, secretary and ex- 
ecutive board, consisting of eight mem- 
bers, two in each. section of the country. 
All matters of importance are referred to 
them. 

This association approves of strikes only 
as the last resort. They are convinted that 
arbitration is the best way to, Settle all 
differences. The winning feature of this or- 
der is the one of education. Its paper, known 
as The U. A. Journal, is one of the brightest 
issued in the interest of the trade, and is 
given a hearty welcome by all the journey- 
men. 

The local association of this city has 
been organized for two years, and is known 
as local union No. 72. It is represented in 
the Feredation of Trades by five delegates 
and has three in the Industrial Council. Its 
membership consists of all plumbers, steam 
and gas fitters in the city who are qualified 
to join. None are admitted except those 
who have stood a most rigid examination 
and are found te be thoroughly competent, 
thereby protecting their. profession and the 
public. from the’ bum plimtber an! sharks 
who injure and. degrade so Many occupations.

the seventeen hundred and ninety-ninth 
year of the Christian era,’ expressions ex- 
actly equivalent. 

“2. The Christian era began with the na- 
tivity of Christ. - 

“3. The phrases, ‘The first year’ and ‘The 
tang one’ are, I apprehend, exactly equiva- 
ent. Of course, ‘seventeen hundred and 
ninety-ninth year, when applied to the 
present centurial year, are also exactly 
equivalent.

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Uncle Sam Has Original Papers of 
inestimable Value, 
THEY ARE OPEN TO INSPECTION 


Congress Should Provide to Have Them 
Published— Historie Documents 
W hich Are Going to Pieces. — 


Washington, March 10.—(Special.)—Uncle 
Bam is envied by collectors of autographs 
and rare manuscripts the world over. He 
owns one of the finest collections of original 
manuscripts in the world. Of course they 
are American manuscripts, and they are 
worth all of the other American manu- 
scripts in existence many times over. They 
have not only an historic, but a cash val- 
ue. Some of them are a part of the arch- 
ives of the state department; some are col- 
lections which congress bagzht and paid 
for by special appropriation. The revolu- 
tionary archives alone could be sold at 
auction for half a million dollars, Many 


of them belonged to the government origi-— 


nally. The others were purchased by con- 
gress by appropriations aggregating $168, - 
000. All of the manuscripts that congre 
boucht are still in the state departme 
and with the exception of the Franklin pa- 
pers all of them are haif a century older 
than when the government bought ther. 
Thetr value has increased with age. Mr. 
Allen, the state department librarian, tells 
me that the cash value of these revolu- 
tionary archives undoubtedly exceeds. half a 
million dollars. No one could possibly form 
an estimate of the value of all of the state 
department archives. They include the 
original declaration of independence, the 
constitution of the United States and the 
originals of all the laws of congress. It 
would be a sacrilege to put a money value 
on them. 

The revolutionary archives are in seven 
gets, acquired by the department at differ- 
ent times. They are the records of the 
continental congress, which were deposited 
in the state department under authority of 
the act of September 15, 1789. Then there 
are the papers of Washington, Jefferron, 
Franklin, Hamilton, Madison and Monroe. 
Here is what they cost:

Congress bought the Washington manu- 
scripts (the Sparks collection) in two lots— 
the first in 1834 and the second in 1849. The 
Madison papers\were purchased in May, 
1848; the Jefferson and Hamilton papers in 
August, 1848, and the Monroe papers in 
1849. Then congress went out of the manv- 
script business until August, 1882, when it 
made an appropriation for the purchase of 
the Franklin collection from Henry Stevens, 
of London. 

There are 974 volumes of these precious 
manuscripts. But this is no index to the 
mumber of them. Some of these volumes 
are folios of loosely-bound papers of vary- 
ing size; some of them are quartos of heavy 
linen sheets, on which the manuscripts are 
mounted. As fast as possible all of the 
manuscripts are being remounted and re- 
bound; but the progress of the work is 
slow. The department has not the facili- 
ties for carrying the work forward rapidly 
and congress will not make an adequate 
appropriation for it. 

This rebinding of the Taanuscripts is ab- 
golutely necessary to their preservation. 
Congress ought to make a distinct appro- 
priation for the purpose and hurry the work 
forward. It should do more. It should 
make appropriations for the publication of 
al’ of these papers in printed form so 
that it would not be necessary to consult 
the originals. Any one who has a worthy 
object in consulting these papers can ob- 
tain an order from the secretary of state 
which will give him access to them. They 
are constantly being examined by historians 
@nd other writers. If there were printed 
copies, to which those who sought informa- 
tion could be referred, the thumbing of the 
origthais would stop and the wear and 
tear on them would almost cease. 

Congress did make an apy.ropriation some 
years ago for the publication of the diplo- 
matic correspondence of the revolutionary 
war. But, probably in an economic spirit, 
congress provided that the correspondence 
Should be ‘“‘edited.’’ As a result a great 
deal was omitted because in the individual 
judgment of the editor it was not important 
enough for publication. A few days ago a 
gentleman came to the department li- 
brarian bewailing the fact that a convention 
with France, part of the revoiutionary 
records, was not to be had. It was an im- 
portant link in the chain of history. Mr. 
Allen said that he was quite sure that 
the document was in the department 
archives. He looked for it and there it 
was. But the editor of the ‘diplomatic 
correspondence” in his omnipotence had 
thought this paper unnecessary to his com- 
pilation; which Was a practical demon- 
Stration of the fact that the publication 
is not so valuable as it might be. 

Only a few weeks ago the orinigal decla- 
ration of independence was removed from 
the upright frame in which it has been ex- 
hibited for many years In the state de- 
partment library, rolled up, put in a tin 
cylinder and stored in the steel vault, 
which stands on the north side of the li- 
brary room. It has for companions the ap- 
peal to King George and the constitution of 
the United States, two of the most im- 
portant documents in the archives of the 
government. These documents are very 
seldom shown to any one. In fact there 
are few apflications to see them. Com- 
paratively few people know that the con- 
stitution is on file in the department, and 
so very few people make inquiries for it. 
A distinguished visitor would have no diffi- 
culty in obtaining a view of it. Next to 
these documents perhaps the most impor- 
tant of the department archives are the 
originals of all the laws of congress. With 
Ohe exception these laws are on parchment. 
The exception was a revision of the gen- 
eral statutes made some years ago. It was 
go bulky that the clerks of congress were 
eppalled at the task of copying it, so by 
@ special dispensation it was put in type 
at the government printing office and 
@ printed copy on paper was signed by the 
president. With the beginning of this con- 
gress all laws have been printed, but they 
@re now printed on parchment in large 
type. The sheets on which these laws were 
copied have been of uniform size since the 
beginning of the government. They are 
bound in half morocco with red backs 
lettered in gold. The books are half a foot 
thick and the leaves are about three feet 
long by two feet wide. Some laws are only 
twelve words leong—some contain as many 
“theusand words. 

These volumes of the Jaws are kept in 
wooden cases among the other department 
records in. a room which cominunicates 
with the library. Any of the clerks of the 
library can have access to therm, and if.a 
clerk had’ any occasion to remove one of 
tre volumes to another floor of the build- 
ing he would find no objection. He would 
be required to give a receipt for the vol- 
ume, and he would be held responsible for 
fts safe return. The responsibility would 
mot be small, for the documents are abso- 
lutely unique; they could not be replaced 
unless they were laws passed in the time 
of Cleveland or Harrison. They are hand- 
led at brief intervals, but no harm has 
come to them yet. They are an unbroken 
record from the first congress to the fifty- 
third. The parchment is as well preserved 
and the handwriting as clear in the earlier 
as in the later laws. Of course, there are 
printed copies of these laws, which are ac. 

cepted in all the courts throughout the 
United States, but 
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clerk does not turn to his printed copy of 
the statutes. He must take down the org- 
inal and copy and ecempare before he cun 
certify in the name of the department that 
what he has writtesis a “true copy” of the | 
law of congress. There is no difficulty 
about seeing these original laws. Any ore 
of the library clerks cen shuw them to you 
and he can show you the signatures of ne 
the presidents and th2 vice presidents a 
the United States eni the speakers of *he 
house of repres2ntatives which have made 
w. 3 

ace set of valuable documents in the 
possession of the state department is the 
collection of treaties with many nations. 
And it is one of the prettiest show pieces, 
too. The state department engrosses our 
copy of a joint treaty on plain heavy paper 
of a light blue. No attempt at ornamenta- 
tion is made. But the treaties of other 
nations are painted on satin, embroidered 
on silk, decorated with ribbons and gold 
lace, enclosed in boxes of rich woods adorn- 
ed with precious metal and with jewels. 
They make a very gorgeous array, and 
any one of the courteous clerks in the li- 
brary can show them to you if he has 
time. 

Then there are letters from kings and 
queens—autograph letters sent to the pres- 
ident of the United-States which are not 
among the souvenirs»which a president 
takes with him when he goes out of office, 
but which belong to the government and 
are preserved by the state department. 

Still the most valuable of the depart- 
ment archives are the manuscript records 
of the continental congress and the man- 
uscript letters from famous Americans. 
These are kept in the main room of the 
library behind glass doors. The safeguards 
that surround them are not very elaborate 
considering their immense value. But the 
librarian has no fear that they will be 
stolen or injured. The building is  fire- 
proof. The library is constantly watched 
during the day; at night the halls and the 
building are patrolled every half hour, and 
there are watchmen in constant attendance 
at the doors. Access to the documents is 
had only by order of the secretary of state, 
and vou must give the secretary a very ex- 
cellent reason before you can obtain an 
order. Then while you examine the papers 
they must remain in the library 
room and under the. eye of a 
custodian. But the chief reliance which the 
librarian has for the safety of his charge 
is in the ease with which any one of the 
manuscripts could be identified and the 
difficulty a thief would have in disposing 
of it. 

No one is permitted under any pretense 
to take the manuscripts from the state de- 
partment. Some of them weére taken to the 
world’s fair, and before their departure 
for Chicago two of them were taken to 
Philadelphia to be restored; but this was 
under a special order of the secretary of 
state and the manuscripts were constantly 
under the eyes of the department people. 
When they went to Philadelphia their cus- 
todian was the foreman in charge of the 
work of restoring manuscripts which has 
been going on at the department for three 
years. He was at one time foreman of the 
Philadelphia coneern which did the special 
work of restoring the two volumes for ex- 
hibition at the world’s fair. The work done 
one these two volumes \cost several hun- 
dred dollars. It was by a process known as 
“inlaying’’ which is quite beyond the de- 
partment experts. The two volumes se- 
lected for exhibition were a school copybook 
of George Washington and the last en- 
tries which he made in his diary—the two 
extremes; his earliest and his latest writ- 
ing. The sheets of the manuscript were 
of rather thin paper. The experts in Phil- 
adelphia took leaves of thick paper of a 
uniform size, drew on them the outlines of 
the manuscript leaves and then cut out all 
of the enclosed space except a very narrow 
margin. The thick paper around this open 
space was then split with a keen knife to 
the depth of a frame. The edges of the 
manuscript page tere fitted between the 
thin Walls of this paper frame—‘‘dowelled,”’ 
to use the technical term—and glued in 
place. Where the writing on the manu- 
script ran to the edge of the page, as it 
did in some places, the frame was trimmed 
so as to obscure none of it. When all of the 
pages of manuscript had been set tn these 
frames, the leajwes were bound together in 
heavy Russian leather, lined with watered 
silk. The work was done so perfectly that 
turning the pages of the restored book, 
you could hardly tell where the border of 
the frame began except by the dullness of 
the older paper. 

This “inlaying,” as I said, is quite beyond 
the department people. The workmen who 
are doing the work of restoring now are 
four—two women and two men. They were 
not familiar with the work until the Phil- 
adelphia concern sent its foreman and a 
force of workmen to Washington two 
years ago to begin the work for which at 
that time congress had made a special 
appropriation. Some workmen from the 
government printing office were called in 
as helpers, and they are now the experts 
who are carrying on the work. They follow 
the original and more expeditious form of 
restoration—by mounting the manuscripts 


on hinges on sheets of heavy paper. Many | 


of the manuscripts are so old that they are 
falling to pieces. Whenever a hole ap- 
pears, a piece of dull-colored paper as 
nearly as possible of the yellowish tint 
of the manuscript is. carefully pasted be- 
neath. No attempt is made, however, to 
renew any lines which time or wear may 
have dimmed or obliterated. There is no 
di cesuola restoration done on these pa- | 
pers. 

When a sheet has been strengthened and 
made whole, a narrow strip of linen is past- 
ed along the edge. This piece of linen is 
the hinge. It is pasted along its other 
border to the sheet of linen paper—as heavy 
oimost as Bristol board—which is to be a 
leaf of the bound book. The 
manuscript page fastened to this hinge 
can be examined on either side. When a 
set of manuscript is mounted the leaves 
are bound together to form a book. 

All of the work of restoring, mounting 
and binding is done in the state department 
building—almost all of it in one room. It is 
paid for out of the appropriation for the 
department printing. Every safeguard sur- 
rounds the handling of these valuable doc- 
uments. All of the pages of manuscripts 
in each collection are numbered serially, 
without regard to their contents. Every 
scrap of paper with a line of writing has 
its number. Each book as it is given into 
the custody of the restorers is examined 
to see that no leaf 1s missing. As each is 
returned to its place in the library from 
the binder it is scanned again to see that 
nothing has been abstracted. Even an au- 
tograph ‘clipped from one of these old let- 
ters would have its value. So far as de- 
partment records show and the memories 
of department officers run no official or 
clerk of the department has ever betrayed 
his trust, and the manuscripts are today 
as they were when they were added to the 
library collection. 

The work of restoring is reducing the 
number of volumes of manuscript. The 
original collectors of these manuscripts put 
very few of them in each of the bindings. 
The department is grouping them in thick 
quartos, The George Washington papers, 
now in 336 volumes, will probably not fill 
more than fifty when they have been re- 
mounted. The total number of manuscript 
volumes now in the department library is:

The Franklin papers had been mounted 
by Stevens before they were offéred to the 
government. The Madison and Monroe pa- 
pers have been restored in the department. 
If the librarian can get an adequate appro- 
priation from congress the work of restor- 
ing the remaining manuscripts can be com- 
pleted in five or ten years.

PROF. LUTHER BRITTAIN’S ADDRESS 


Before the General Normal Olass of the 
Public School Teacherg—A Full Discus- 
gion of the Principle of “Marking.” 


———©951<,~ 


The board of education of Atlanta is now 
engaged in a consideration of the problem 
of “marking” the progress of pupils in the 


- public schools. 


The system in vogue is that of percentage 
—taking the written work of the pupil and 
grading it by figures in which 100 marks 
perfect. : 

It has been found that corresponding fig- 
ures from two different schools, or from 
two different classes in the same school, 
do not always mean-the same thing. This 
is despite the efforts of superintendents and 
principals to bring about uniformity. 

In order to gain light upon the subject, 
Professor Luther Brittain, of the faculty 
of the Boys’ High school, was requested to 
deliver the first of a probable series of 
addresses upon the subject. The address 
was delivered before the meeting of the 
general normal class held on the 3d of 
March. By unanimous resolution its publi- 
cation was requested in The Constitu- 
tion. 

The Marking System. 

Professor Brittain spoke as follows: 


This subject is not of my choosing. Ag 


several of you know i endeavored to be 
excused from saying anything about it, 
deeming it almost impossible to discuss 
marking, especially with reference to ithe 
Atlanta schools, without taking entirely 
too much of that commodity which Richard 
Malcolm Johnston represents “Mr. Bill Wil- 
liams”’ as assuming for Betsy Ann Acry, 
in the old Georgia school room. But the 
question of marking must be met. In the 
forthcoming report f superintendent Sla- 
ton we will find that he has charged us 
with a lack of uniformity as well as with 
something more than carelessness in this 
particular. 

At the last meeting of the board of educa- 
tion a committee was appointed to look 
into the matter and devise means of cor- 
recting the evil, Hence it would appear 
that this subject concerns us rather inti- 
mately. First, then, bet us @ee if we are 
conscious of its existence. An error known 
is not so hard to correct. Perhaps 4t was 
a joke of the dry, Compayre variety, but I 
think I recollect a statement made to this 
normal class some years ago to the effect 
that a child had received 325 per cent in at- 
tendance, deportment, or some one of its 
studies, when 100 meant perfect. But that 
was in the past; no such thing we may sup- 
pose, has occurred recently, and yet, this 
last year, a child in one of the schools of 
Atlanta, received a yearly average of 106 
per cent. Comment is unnecessary, and yet 
vne feels tempted to remark that. such 
teachers might give Shakespeare points in 
the matter of painting the lily, or adding 
another hue unto the rainbow. 

Before leaving this part of the subject, 
however, let me say that in the instance 
mentioned the teachers, I have no doubt, 
did good work in the ctassroom ip spite of 
abnormal id@as upon the subject of mark- 
ing, and every one Knows that no such 
practice has ever existed here 
to any considerable degree. They 
are what might be termed freaks, 
and are not numerous enough to 
make themselves felt appreciably. .What 
the members of the board are tryifig to 
reach is much more common, and gives 
r-se to numberless little troubles every year. 
Briefly stated it consists in the fact that 
some teachers promote children with an 
averageeot 99 per cent, while wthers send up 
pupils of equal ability and scholarship with 
an average of 93 per cent. Wheie these 
differently rated pupils enter the same 
class, as occurs evcry year, in the iower 
grades of the two high schools, it is hard- 
ly surprising that the new teacher gets into 
trouble in the effort to adjust the two vary- 
ing standards to her own. It may be ar- 
gued that the pupils «jd better under the 
old teacher, but the “deadly parallel’ proof 
of their work side by side is excellent teg- 
timony, and it has happened thai iine puy is 
from schools which marked lowest have dis- 
tanced their classmates in the race for 
honors. Statistics might have been pre- 
sented here, but, for a considerable sympa- 
thy for the old mathematician who, after 


| seeing them manipulated to prove so many 


things, divided lies into three classes ac- 
cording to degree, as follows: Lies, awful 
iies, and statistics. 

Then, since this part of our machinery 
gives proof of friction, let us consider the 
question of changing it, but not too hastily, 
or we may find ourselves in the situation 
of the man who burnt down his barn in 
order to get mid of thefats. 

The Methods Mentioned. 

In the matter of marking, all schools may 
be divided into three classes: 1. Those that 
do not mark; 2. those that use words to 
express the pupils’ attainrients; 3. those 
that use num%ers, generally from 1 to 10, or 
from 1 to 100. ” 

Those who do not believe in any system 
of marking, as a rule do not believe in for- 
mal examinations, and compare these latter 
to the process of pulling up plants in order 
to see whether or not the roots are growing 
properly. They claim that marking recita- 
tions measures only the external form and 
cannot reach the spirit of the work—that it 
robs pupils of tranquillity without which 
healthy mental growth is impossible; that 
it encourages all the evils arising from com- 
petition; that pupils under such a system 
are turned away from the natural incen- 
—_ such as the love of skill and knowl- 

ge. { 8 

The first claim has something of fruth in 
it, and yet indicates what the pupil may 
expect in after life. The ‘mute, inglorious 
suiltons’” who never manifest their genius 
to an admiring world may all be very 
meritorious, but the chances are that some 
lesser light who has the gift of expression 
will bear away its honors. 

Again, it is frequently urged fhat a boy 
with a bright mind sometimes receives a 
high mark, while his slower «lassmate dis- 
playing twice the effort and determination, 
is graded much lower. The teacher cannot 
be blamed for this state of affairs. 
He may be easily able to prophesy 
more of success in after life to the second 
boy, from his qualities of mind and heart, 
but how can he mark him as high in spell- 
ing, for instance, if he misses twice as 
many words? 

The actual attainments can evidently be 
expressed in only one way. The boy can 
not spell so well as his lazy but brighter 
classmate, and should be rated according- 
ly. Occasionally it is also true that pupils 
are rendered ne>vous by reason of laying 
undue stress upon marks, but rarely to any 
great extent. And this is not at all com- 
parable to the evils resulting from the 
drowsy atmosphere which pervades too 
many of our schoolrooms and which can 
be roused from their Rip Van Winkle sleep 
by nothing so effectually as by a good sys- 
tem of marking, sensibly and practically

of its validity. The state.maintains public 


a thing necessary to the very existence of 
free government, does not exist originally 
in the majority of minds. If it did exist 
universally, as for imstance the craving 
for food exists, there would be no more ex- 
cuse for the state providing education for 
the masses than there is now for the state 
providing food for the masses. Our whole 
public school system is predicted on the 
assumption that the desire for education is 
not universally present. You will excuse 
me for dwelling at length on this part of 
my subject, but I was impelled to it from 
noticing a wide-spread tendency on the part 
of educational faddists to decry all marking 
in our schools, 
The Second Class. 

Then there is the second class of schools 
who murk by means of words. They vary 
considerably as to the number used, but 
several of the best systems employ the five 
words: excellent, good, passable, poor and 
not satisfactory. From 90 to 100 they grade 
as excellent; from 80 to 90 as good; from 
60 ta 80 as passable; ~rom 50 to 60 as poor; 
and below 50 as not satisfactory. The ad- 
vantages to be derived from such a plan 
were most excellently presented to this 
normal class a few months ago. Dr. 
Kiemm, the noted author and educator, 
says: “There is this, also, to be argued 
for the word method and against the per 
cent system, at least so far as they apply 
to the primary grades; the latter uses 
terms which are absolutely incomprehensi- 
ble to the small child. It understands if 
we say an exercise is done well or not well. 
It appreciates these terms, and if given 
in the proper spirit of approbation or re- 
proof, they may exercise a beneficial in- 
fluence upon the child’s will-power, but to 
mark the child’s work, 8 per cent, 60 per 
cent, etc., is about as nonsensical as mark- 


ing it Popocatepetl of parallelopipedon,” Dr. 
H. H. Tucker, at one time chancellor of 


in his condemnation of our practice of 
weighing intellectual work by means of 
percentages. He said to the writer once 
that teachers assumed more thar mortal 
power and discernment in presuming to 
say that one pupil’s knowledge of 
a subject measured 99 per cent 
while another’s was equal to only 9814. 
However, the distinguished doctor’s ob- 
jection was principally to the habit of hair- 
splitting, rather than to the plan itself. 
But is there not also danger from the 
extreme elasticity of the word method? 
In many of our grades half, and some- 
times two-thirds of the class, rank above 
90 in general average. How then could we 
indicate the most excellent among such a 
crowd of heroes and heroines? It wuld 
not require much wisdom to prophesy 
trouble when the time came for awarding 
the honors of the class. No reficction upon 
the word method is meant by this, how- 
ever, for the abuse of a thing is no argu- 
ment against it, and it is certainly as good 
as the percentage plan in most particulars. 
Not only so, but I believe that a union of 
the two is the best method yet discovered 
for grading pupils, marking, for fnstance 
all examinations and report cards with the 
five words mentioned, and recording the 
percentages in the register for the yearly 
average. It certafnly would have a ten- 
dency against splitting particles in mark- 
ing, and I think wuld result in fairer re- 
ports, for we could surely have no just 
cause of complaint against a pupil marked 
excellent, or even good, and the parent 
would have the plain English for what his 
child was doing at school, which one would 
think was his legal right anyway. 
Superintendent Draper, of Cleveland, has 
lately adopted the word method and ahbol- 
ished all stated or formal examinations, 
requiring pupils to be promoted upon the 
teachers’ estimate. This would certainly 
tend to discourage cheating in examina- 
tions. for when these latter are given only 
to show the pupils their deficiences, and not 
as a basis to determine fheir promotions, 


the ugly evil must be diminished from lack j 


of incentive. But what a vast refpon-

used alone, it would seem, for many rea- 
sons, to be the best. It is very easy to sin 
against, however, and in the superintend- 
ent’s report you will find that some of us 
have been charged wfth high marking, or, 
as Baldwin, in his “Art of School Manage. 
ment,” expresses it, with demagogic peda- 
gogy.” Now, this trouble could scarcely 
be remedied by the word method. A 
teacher who would give a child 100 for 
work meriting only 75 would almost as 
surely mark excellent where the same child 
deserved passable. So, after all, it does not 
matter so much as to the particular method 
used as tha unfformity and  jus- 
tice be attained. And here is the 
most difficult part of this 
task. How may we obtain the criteria for 
marking? No one can assume that he or 
she understands exactly how it should be 
done. If a teacher claims it, he simply ad- 
vertises his own egotism. Your marking 
may be higher or lower than mine, but 
why should either of us assume that the 
other is wrong as to his idea of grading 
school work. Superintendent Maxwell, of 
rooklyn, says: “Even among the most ca- 
pable teachers there is a great lack of uni- 
formity, some marking much higher than 
others for the same or similar attainments.” 
Sometimes there are reasons which justify 
this dirference. Jusf what 1s wanted is 
not always very clear even to the teacher, 
especially when examinations are carciess- 
ly worded. In the language of another 
distinguished superintendent: .“In daily 
work it is permissable to chase down a 
thought in all the protean forms under 
which it may hide, but in an examination, 
What does he know?

We southern women who have had to 
cast from our shoulders the inheritance of 
slothfulness and put those same luxurious 
shoulders bravely to the wheel are so weary 
of these old ideas of southern women which 
exist only in the dialect stories with which 
the northern magazines were flooded for 
many recent years. The dialect 
story has really done, when it deals, as it 
so often does, with the pride and poverty of 
broken aristocracy, a great injustice to our 
progressive and brave civilization. The 
courage and the strength of this new gen- 
eration is a great and a beautiful thing, 
and the men and the women thereof must 
and will be regarded, not as peeuliar types 
of lazy, luxurious life, but as the highest 
exponents of American civilization. It is 
time, too, for our writers to cease their 
dialect style and become clever, intellectual 
men and women, who shall express their 
fine thoughts in the good and simple Eng- 
lish which belongs to them. There was a 
time, I am told, when northern publications 
would not consider a story from the south 
unless it possessed what they called local 
color. That time, however, is passed, and 
now the literary judges of the north are 
beginning to understand that the southern 
writer can make verses without any es- 
pecial local color, but in good Wordsworth- 
ian English, and color them from the rain- 
bow lights of his own soul.

ue auueanta voice is heard in the field, 
the fresh turned ground draws the birds 
from the woods and they chirp in the fur- 
row behind the plowman. All this is spring- 
like, but we are scared to throw up our 
hats yet. According to our signs we have 
two more shows to come yet. The vid sign 
that a fog in January calis for snow in 

March is what we still adhere to. There 
were three big fogs in January and the 
snow must «ome .¢ Marca Nor are the 
trees budding as they shouid. The hickory 
buds are not a-swelling, the dogwood blos- 
soms have not appeared nor the scent of 
the honeysuckle is not upon the air—it is 
merely.a backward season. Lots’ of folks 
laugh at me for saying ‘that the times nor 
the seasons are not like they used to be, 
but it is a fact. A plenty of old people can 
remember when corn was ready to plow the 
first time in March. They don’t get it 
planted now. 

As it is the time just now for farmers to 
‘pitch’ their crops I would like to stimu- 
late them to looking out for the women’s 
portion. Every woman on the farm should 
have a patch of her own. Me and Brown 
have tried this and find it just the thing 
to do. Every boy who was raised on the 
farm in old times can remember how proud 
he felt over his patch. The slaves were al- 
lowed a patch and‘ they felt like rich folks 
at gathering time. In most of-families the 
girls have to work, more or less, and they 
should have a patch allotted them as their 
own. Give each a patch separate and you 
will find that they will be cared for and will 
create an interest that is worth far more 
than the same amount of trouble spent any 
other way. I know a family of girls who 
make their own clothes and little pocket 
money off a patch of this kind and they 
appreciate it a heap more than they would 
money just give to them. The country boy, 
too, should have his own patch. I know a 
little fellow who made $14 off of his patch 
last year and this spring he is the most 
cheerful worker 1 ever watched. Giving 
these patches to the children and women 
is really nothing lost to the farmer. The 
old man would have to supply what the 
products of these patches purchase any 
way, and this is the most stimulating and 
pleasant manner to supply them. 

It is the hardest thing in the world for 
me and Brown to Keep from ‘building cas- 
tles.”” But for this we would advise the 
young people how and in what to plant 
their patch. We have erected some fine 
‘structures’ in our time, to have them 
tumble upon us in the end. Location to 
market and the demand must govern in 
this, though sometimes our best laid plans 
and most confident calculations fali to 
pieces. When we were up at Chicago and 
traveled through Lllinois Bfown got car- 
ried away on the raising of frogs. He has 
ruined a mighty fine fish pend on the ven- 
ture—the frogs eat his young’ fish. He is 
now trying to exterminate the frogs, -but 
finds it hard to do. Let him show himseif 
over the hill toward the pond and they 
raise a howl that—‘‘Brown's coming! 
Brown's coming! Better git—git quick!”

-With all our uncertainties, we wouid like 


to persuade some smart girl to try the 
raising of silk worms. We have great faith 
and are enthused upon this subject just 
now, but we have had so many hard fails 
that we prefer for some one else to try the 
experiment. The silk worm has been cul- 
tivated in Georgia in times past, and it 
could be did again, and with profit, I think. 
A plenty of mulberry. leaves is all you 
need as food for these worms and a house 
Suitable could soon be rigged up on any 
farm. The Georgia experimental station is 
sending out a great amount of valuable in- 
formation through Mr. Redding, and I 
doubt not but what he could soon inform 
one about the production of silk. Tne gruw- 


ing of mushrooms, too, should be learned, . 


as it would prove profitable where a mar- 
ket could be had. Of all the market gar- 


deners about Atlanta, I think there is not 


one who raises mushrooms. One other 
thing and then we are done advising. The 
making of cheese ought to be profitable, 
and it should be learned. The old fields of 
Georgia furnish an abundance of pasturage 
if it were utilized. A herd of cattle on 
every farm would do much toward reclaim- 
ing the waste land. Milk, and even butter, 
is hard to handle profitably out from the 
cities, but if these could be turned into 
cheese it would establish an industry well 
Suited to the cool spring places on every 
farm, and the females of the country wouid 
find it pleasant and profitable employment. 
I know not if the experimental stations en- 
ter into the development of such as this, 
but anyhow, I feel sure that information 
could be had through them that would lead 
to a proper management on that line. There 
is not a tobacco nor cheese manufactory in 
Georgia, and I think there should be. The 
farmers of some portions of Georgia could 
raise tobacco with profit, but a market is 
the trouble. 

Me nor Brown don’t expect people to try 
everything we tell them to, but they may 
try some and find it profitable. We have 
fell short in profits on many of our ad- 
ventures, but we are given to “‘castle build- 
ing’’ on too large a scale. Go slow, is my 
motto, but when Brown gets enthused there 
is no holding him down. A great big thing 
or nothing is his plan, and it is more than 
apt to be nothing. One thing he never 
enters into largely—that is planting a large 
crop—he forever lives in dread of being 
over-crapped. From where I write I can 
see him plowing, and I have counted ten 
times in the last hour that he has turned 
down his plowstock, sit down on it, pulled 
off his shoe, beat it on the beam of the 
stock and then watches the dirt slowly 
pour from it as he holds it up and tilts it 
down. This is a pretty good sign that 
spring is near, but he has not his summer 
grin yet, 80 we can’t say just how far off 
it is—this “grin” of Brown’s never fails as 


a sign that spring is here. 


Many people ifi our settlement have been 
erecting ‘‘castles’’ on the strength that a 
great exposition was to be in Atlanta. 
If these “castles” should have to tumble 
we shall feel sorry, for we know how it is 
ourselves. We shall hope that the building 
of the exposition will be accomplished and 
happy in the thought of again seeing dog- 
wood blossoms and honeysuckles in bloom,

He Proposes to March on Washington 
with 100,000 Men, 


eHAT GOOD ROADS’ ASSOCIATION 


; 
Which Is Just Now Attracting the 
Attention of the Country. 


WHO THE CHIEF LEADERS ARE 


Ooxey Is 8 Man of Wealth, Carl Browne 
His Fidus Achates—Their Pians for 
the March of Their Army. 


The serious call for 100,000 volunteers to 


‘ assemble at Massillon and march overland 


to Washington for the purpose of demand- 
ing the passage of a bill authorizing the 
issue of treasury notes in the sum of $500,- . 
000,000, to be expended in building good 
roads, and of another bill giving the right 
to municipalities to send a non-interest- 
pearing bond f the secretary of the treas- 
ury and receive treasury notes in exchange, 
has turned the searchlight of public opinion 
upon J. S. Coxey and his fidus Achates, 
Carl Browne, says a Massillon, O., dispatch. 
Incidentally, Mr. Coxey owns and operates 
valuable stone quarries, and has astud val-

ved at probably $200,000, headed by Acolyte, 
for which he paid $40,000, Principally, how- 
ever, he devotes himself to reforming the 
universe, and his business position enables 
him to prosecute his astounding schemes 
with energy and executive ability. 

Mr. Coxey considers that the future of 
the republic depends upon his getting to 
Washington with his army of peace, and 
he seems to have no doubt that, when 
there, congress will forthwith put his finan- 
cial views into operation. Said Mr. Coxey: 

“We shall leave Ohio about March 2oth, 
and our war cry will be ‘On to Washington!’ 
We shall reach Washington on May ist, 
when we will hold a grand meeting on the 

steps of the capitol to demand in the name 

of the sovereign people the passage of the 

good roads bill and extension of the right 
pf municipalities to issue non-interest bear- 
ing bonds and seeure notes thereon, We 
shall depend upon the outpouring of the 
down-trodden people to sustain us in our 
mission for the salvation of the republic. 
No man will be permitted to curry fire- 
arms of any description. We want neither 
anarchists nor criminals. Let this civili- 
gation that has created the criminals and 
anarchists take care of them, and not us. 
“Every man will carry a white flag, with 
the inscription: ‘Peace on earth, good will 
to man, but déath to interest on bonds.’ ”’ 

Bulletin No. 2 is now in press, and from 
an advance sheet this extract is obtained: 

“We propose only the péaceéable plan now; 
when that fails it will be time enough to 
talk about force. We want i100 old ofticers, 
union and confederate, to volunteer as 
marshals of divisions. Horses will be fur- 
hnished to most of them.”’ 

Mr. Coxey is now training 100 of his own 
horses, which he ™roposed to turn over to 
the officers without charge. The bulletin 
continues: 

“it is expected that the farmers of Penn- 
sylvania will furnish supplies for the pro- 
cession in its patriotic mission of salva- 
tion of the republic.” : 

The cheerful alacrity with which Mr. 
Coxey assumes that the down-trodden farm- 
ers of Pennsylvania will provide provender 
for his army of 110,000 is no less remarkable 
than his implicit taith that the Lord will 
provide.

Here is the plan of organization of the 
Coxey Good Roads Association Common- 
weal (procession) to Washington, D: -C., to 
start from Massilon, O., Faster Sunday, 
March 25, 1894, and reach Washington May 
1. Devised by Carl Browne of California, 
marshal_of the Commonweal: 

“Dear Sir and Brother: The following is 
the plan of organization of the proposed 
procession to Washington, May 1, 1894 (in- 
ternational Labor Day), to protest in the 
name of a bankrupt people agair3t any 
further robbery by interest upon paper 
notes (bonds) based upon the public credit, 
when that same credit could be used to is- 
sue other pieces of paper (notes or legal 
tender) without interest or profit to national 
(so-called) banks. 

“As order is God’s own law, it is also 
necessary for all intelligent action by his 
people, so the proposed procession will be 
composed of groups of men (c tizens). num- 
bering five in each, one of whom must be 
selected to act as marshal—group marshal— 
to be numbered in the order of date of 
group formation. Groups may be federated 
into companies or communes of not -less 
than thirty, nor more than 105. Communes 
may be federated into regiments or commu- 
nities of not less tLan 215 meh nor more 
than 1,055. Communities may be federated 
into cantons (divisions) of twoor more. All 
communes, cantons and communities must 
select five marshals to.be numbered as 
first, Second, and so on, the same as the 
group marshal shall be designated, thus: 
kirst group marshal, first commune mar- 
shal, first canton marshal,: first community 
marshal. Badges of designation will be fur-

nished free by Brother Coxey, bearing 
appropriate design made by myself, upon 
sending certificates of organization, or 
when any group or organization joins the 
procession. 

“All labor unions, farmers’ alliances or 
other organizations desiring to join may alo 
so without reorganizing as above, and will 
be given right of line. 

“It would be well for all companies or 
organizations to procure a wagon, if pos- 
sible, to carry camp utensils and supplies 
for each, though several wagons will be 
taken from Massillon for the purpose. If 
you are going, write for map of route. 

“The procession will be called the Com- 
monweal 

‘“‘Now, hurry up! The time is short, and 
although the roads will be horrible, 
member the condition of the soldiers under 
Washington in the snow at Valley Forge, 
struggling to win this fair land from an 
English tax on tea, and we, the degenerate 
sons of illustrious sires, have allowed Eng- 
lish bondholders to get us more tightly in 
their grasp than George III had our fore- 
fathers. Rouse up! and demand congress 
to issue paper money based on our own 
security. If paper money could fight bat- 
tles tu 1861, it can build good roads and 
streets and public buildings, and thus save 
men from starving to death in 1894. Rouse, 
ye bondmen, and protest against the yoke 
at last. CARL BROWNE,

Railroads and banks are being wound up 
by receivers, savings institutions are dis- 
appearing, furnaces and factories are sus- 
pending, mining property is a burden to the 
owner, merchants are being driven by the 
thousands into bankruptcy, employes are 
standing ‘“‘all the day idle’’ because no man 
is able to hire them. Farmers, the 
strength of the country, the primary source 
of all wealth, have been reduced to the 
greatest straits. The farmers of the south 
are not realizing from the sales of their 
cotton the cost of production. In many of 
the states, after paying for labor, fertilizers 
and other necessary expenses, they find 
themselves inextricably in debt. 

Last year Georgia’s taxable values de- 
creased millions of dollars. This year, in 
my judgment, the decrease will be much 
greater. 

It is even worse among the productive 
classes of the north and west. The shrink- 
age 
more intense than even in the south. While 
the south is not accumulating, and cannot 
accumulate, wealth under these depressing 
influences, yet there is no one starving for 
bread, as in the north. Every man, white 
or black, can, if he will, earn food and rai- 
ment. 

Since the 4th day of last March there 
have been more real values blotted out 
of existence than were destroyed by the 
late civil war, 

The destruction of financial values during 
the past year haS been greater than was 
ever known to this country during any 
previous year of its history. The situation 
has become so serious, the damage to prop- 
erty and wage labor so heavy that it be- 
hooves every citizen to take steps to relieve 
the country of the ger Angee Soy gti 
ing it. With regret I Ajave noticed that 
any citizen of the stage, or of the United 
States, who dares to question the policy of 
the administration is insultingly rebuked 
by the beneficiaries of this administration. 
Any critic of the president is immediately 
branded as a traitor to democratic principles 
and to.the best interests of the southern 
people. With regret I have also noticed 
that democratic principles and the: platform 
of the democratic party sink into insignifi- 
cance when the office seeker and nis con- 
gressman unite to obtain the coveted posi- 
tion. It is deemed rank heresy to advocate 
democratic principles when. they come in 
open conflict with the supreme authority of 
Mr. Cleveland and his high officials. 

I believe Mr. Cleveland and his truckling 
followers in the house and senate are re- 
sponsible for all the financial disasters 
that are overwhelming this people, and the 
question arises, Tow long shall we sacrifice 
all that is valuable to us, to permit this 
man to trample upon democratic principles 
—only wearing the name of democrat to.be 
able to wreck the financial prosperity’ of 
the United States? 

If any European |} ‘er had exercised 
this authority against .uwe rights of the na- 
tion he would have been retired, but it ap- 
pears to me that a hopeless subserviency 
to official autocracy has settled 
down upon our representatives and 
senators in congress. I have not heard or 
read of an organized protest against this 
usurpation by President Cleveland. Some few 
patriots, it is true, have made individual 
protests on the floor of the house and sen- 
ate, but the great majority are as helpless 
and impotent as if bound in chains.

Old Nero fiddled as he watched Rome in 
flames and our autocrat goes hunting for 
ducks when the wail of poverty, loss and 
suffering goes up from ten thousand homes, 
where men cry for work, and little children 
cry for bread. His mugwump confrere, 


who helped him to plunge this country 


into that disgraceful Hawaiian imbroglio, 
was a fit companion to manifest indiffer- 
ence to the suffering poor of this country; 
Nero comes down in history with the exe- 
crations of all mankind. It takes a soul 
of flint and a heart of stone for a president 
of the United States to hunt ducks, ‘while 
his policy has driven tens’ of thousands of 
honest men to hunt work. 

I would inquire, Mr. Editor.. what 
hope is there for this people, under such 
a condition as this? I cannot recall] a sin- 
gle act on the part of the president, since 
his s~<csent administration begun, which 
would indicate any syt-=athy with the la- 
boring classes of this country. He is repre- 
sented as violently angry if his views are 
not forced through congress, thus assuming 
to himself legislative as wéll as executive 
authority. His caprices and personal ap- 
pointments are urged with the fury of a 
tyrant. What he will attempt to do, unless 
our congressmen awake to the duty of rep- 
resenting their constituents, rather than of 
obeying the whims and orders of the presi- 
dent, ,it is impossible to foretell! 

He was said to be 4 poor man when first 
elected to the presidency, but his wealth 
grows like Jonah’s gourd. The country is 
full of rumors as to the origin of much 
of this wealth. and it is unfortunate for Mr. 
Cleveland that his close .affiliation with 
Wall street syndicates should give color 
to many of these reports. It is always 
unfortunate te :amass riches in a public 
office (for a statesman‘’s reputation), but 
when that public office is also used to shape 
friendly legismation for Wall. street monopo-. 
lies, it is doubly unfortunate and damaging. 
I ask again, what can you promise the 
people of this country by continuing such 
a condition of affairs as Mr. Cleveland has 
thrust upon a confiding constituency—a pres- 
ident who, by his management of our finan- 
ces, by reducing the finances of the coun-

' Macon, Ga, Marek 10.—(Special.)—The 

d jury in the United States court ad- 

urned today and made some very interest- 
Fe presentments. They said: 

“We, the grand jury, representing a large 
mumber of counties in the western division 
ef the Southern district of Georgia, respect- 
fully urge upon our representatives in con- 
gress the absolute importance of securing 
et an early date as possible, the erection of 
@ United States prison in the southern 
wtates, as contemplated by the recent act of 
congress. The number of prisoners who, 
from time to time, violate the laws of the 
United States, are made to suffer an unu- 
gual and unmerited hardship by imprison- 
ment in a northern latitude. We cordially 


recommend the establishment of this prison | 


gomewhere in the elevated country of middle 
Georgia. This location is about central 
for the population of the southern states, 
and the climate is healthful and bracing. 
In the neighborhood of Augusta the govern- 
ment owns lands attached to the United 
States arsenal, which would.be a fine loca- 
tion for such a prison. 

“We cordially unite with the grand juries 
for the northeastern and eastern division of 
the Southern district of Georgia, and recom- 
mend the establishment of this prison at, 
or near Augusta, Ga.; but wherever in the 
pouth this prison may be located, we most 
earnestly invoke the aid of the presiding 
judge, and also urge upon our representa- 
tives and senators the importance of early 
action in securing its location and erection. 

“We desire most respectfully to express 
our sincere gratification at being able to 
gay that the United States courts for our 
section of country are now in name and 
fact, our own courts. In giving expression 
to this view, we but reflect the best senti- 
ment of a community in which the distin- 
guished services of his honor, Judge Emory 
Speer, are best understood and appreciated. 
That he has contributed most largely to- 
wards bringing about this very desirable 
state of affairs will never be questioned by 
those who most respect the administration 
of the law when justice is wisely tempered 
with mercy.

duBignon Men Are Stirred Up Over the 
Torner Boom. 


THE JUDGE TAKES NO CHANCES, 


His Resolve to Run for Both Pisces 
Dashes the Hopes of Many Talented 
and Ambitious Men. 


Waycross, Ga., March 10.—(Special.)—Po- 
litical gossip is agog in the eleventh dis- 
trict, and the developments of the past few 
days, since Congressman Turner has an- 
nounced for re-election to congress and also 
as a candidate to the senate to succeed Sen- 
ator Colquitt, have stirred matters up gen- 
erally, and it may be said that the condi. 
tion has entirely changed within a week. 

In the first place, Judge Turner has been 
steadily reckoned as a candidate to succeed 
himself for congress, without reference to 
the senatorial.race. Hence, his announce- 
ment that he may be regarded as being 
regularly in the race for congress, is not 
surprising to those who have kept up with 
the situation. On the contrary, had Judge 
Turner announced that he would not be in 
the race for congress, everybody would 
have been surprised. As it is, all under- 
stand that his congressional race is really 
to be a part ef his senatorial candidacy 
practically announced by him in this au- 
thorized statement from Washington, pub. 
lished in this morning's Constitution, in 
which he says that he will be a candidate 
for re-election, and that if after this the 
people of Georgia see fit to transfer him 
to the senate, he “would esteem it a great 
honor.”’ 

Will All Come Together. 

The congressional election takes place on 
the first Tuesday in November, and as the 

gislature elects a senator in the second 
) sere of November, it will be seen that the 
plan of Congressman Turner's friends is 
to present his name to the legislature just 
after his election to congress. His name 
will thus be presented with the bioom of 
oft repeated victory on it. While a good 
many argue that his candidacy for both 
copgress and senate is ill advised, and will 
be injurious to him, most of his friends 
take the position that his senatorial can- 
didacy will be strengthened by the com. 
bination. 

Thus it ean be definitely announced that 
Judge Turner is squarely in the race for 
both places. If he is elected for the senate 
there will, of course, be a vacancy in the 
congressional representative for this dis- 
trict. and the many aspirants who have an 
eye on the place could then pitch in for the 
succession. On the other hand, should Mr. 
Turner fail in his desire to reach the sen- 
ate, he would still have the advantage of 
another congressional term ahead of him, 

The principal effect of Judge Turner's an. 
nouncement that he will be in the congres- 
sional race to succeed himself, and then 
will be willing to step up to the senate, is 
the suddenness with which it will collapse 
several congressional boomlets in this dis- 
trict. Since it became generally under- 
stood that Mr. Turner would make the race 
for the senate, the conclusion was immedi- 
ately reached by a good many that he 
would, of course, not be a candidate for 
re-election as representative. Hence the 
aspirations of those who have been keenly 
attentive to congressional promotion was 
suddenly whetted to remarkable activity, 
and almost before the week was out, half a 
Gozen congressional boomlets had sprung 
up with the rapidity of mushrooms. Had 
Judge Turner not so ‘premptly announced 
that he would be a candidate for re-election, 
and that he would also Keep the senate in 

view, it is probable that another week would 
have brought out half a dozen full-fleged 
congressional candidates in this district. 
However, there was @ great withering of 
congressional aspirations on the announce- 
ment of Judge Turner’s determination to 
stand for re-election 

It simply postpones the issue, in anticipat- 
tion of the situation that will arise, should 
Mr. Turner be fortunate enough to be elect- 
ed to the senate. 

Put a Qutietus to It. 

Brunswick, Ga., March 10.—(Special.)— 
Judge Turner’s announcement that he will 
be a candidate for re-election to congress, 
coupled with the substantial statement that 
he will stand for the senate, has put a 
quietus on congressional developments which 
have been very active since Mr. Turner’s 
practical announcement for the senate, 
starting with the Thomasville meeting. 

While some are inclined to criticise 
Mr. Turner for making a stand for both 
places, others justify his course, and think 
that he has taken the very wisest’*action. 

Mr. duBignon’s friends in Brunswick are 
nonplused over the situation, and are at a 
loss to know whether or not to make a fight 

for him for the senate in this county. Glynn 
is in Mr. Turner’s district, and in the event 
of the latter’s promoiion to the Senate, it 
has plenty of good congressional timber to 
offer. Mr. dubBignon Has many strong 
friends and relatives here, and if he con- 
cludes to make a contest with Mr. Turner 
for Glynn’s representatives, the fight wili be 
a most interesting one. 

They Have Their Tomahawks Out. 

Albany, Ga., March 10.—(Special.)—Since 
the Thomasville conference, said to have 


been attended by representatives from twen- 


t¥-two counties, anhounced Judge Turner 
for the senate, the deepest interest has been 
felt in the situation by the people of his 
and surrounding counties, as the second 
district was so long represented by Judge 
Turner in congfess. 

Mr. duBignon has friends here, and there 
is no disguising the fact that they will 
enter a vigorous protest against the new 
development by which the friends of Judge 
Turner have thrown ‘a great big fiy into 
duBignon’s senatorial dumpling. 

One of the most prominent men in public 
life in this section of the state, and a 
strong friend of Mr. duBignon, who passed 
through Albany since the Thomasville con- 
ference, says that when the truth of the 
conference is known it will injure rather 
than help Mr. Turner. ‘Why,’ said he, 
“they talk about twenty-two counties hav- 
ing been represented at that meeting. Up 
to 4 o’clock of the afternoon on which it 
was held in Thomasville, there was not a 
man in the town who knew anything about 
the conference.

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Dr. B.S. Barrett Has Tendered His 
‘Resignation 3 


AS DEAN OF ST. LUKE'S CATHEDRAL. 


It Will Take Effect on October lst-Dr, 
Barrett Will Be General Missionary 
for the Entire United States. 


Dr. R. 8S. Barrett, the dean of St. Luke's 
cathedral, has tendered his resignation. 

It will go into effect on the ist of next 
October, as stated in the letter of Dr. Bar- 
rett addressed to Bishop Neilson. 

The announcement will be received with 
genuine surprise not only by the many 
friends of the dean throughout the city, 
but especially by the members of his own 
congregation, 

It was not given out until yesterday morn- 
ing that Dr. Barrett had any intention of 
giving up his pastorate in this city. The 
matter, if contemplated by the dean, was 
quietly considered and without taking any 
one into his counsel. 

Several months ago the office of general 
missionary for the United States was ten- 
dered to Dr. Barrett by the Mission Society 
of New York. 

It was thought, however, in view of the 
pleasant manner in which the dean was 
situated and the high esteem in which he 
was held by all the members of his congre- 
gation, that he would respectfully decline 
the offer; and many were of the opinion 
that such a letter had been written by the 
dean. 

Whether or not Dr. Barrett has contem- 
plated his resignation for any length of 
time, it is certain that he resigns to aecept 
the offer of the New York Mission Society. 

His duties will carry him into all parts 
of thé country, and will make him one of 
the most important agents of the Episco- 
pal church in the United States. 

Bishop Nelson was out of the city when 
an effort was made to find him yesterday 
afternoon. He will not return for several 
days, as his appointments are such as to 
keep him engaged in other places until 
Monday week. 

So far as any information can be gather- 
ed, the kindest feelings have existed be- 
tween the bishop and the dean. When the 
former announced his plan last summer of 
uniting the properties of St. Philip’s and 
St. Luke’s, for the purpose of building a 
cathedral, leaving sufficient residue for two 
additional parishes, after the cathedral had 
becn provided for, there was considerable 
opposition on the part of St. Luke’s. The 
matter was settled, however, to the satis- 
faction of the parish; and nothing relating 
to this matter could have influenced the 
dean in sending in his resignation. 

Dr. Barrett believes that his new field 
of labor will be more congenial. It will 
carry him into all parts of the United 
States and bring ha@@ in contact with all 
classes of people. A man of broad and lib- 
eral views, and with sympathies which 
group themselves about his fellow men, 
in the broader reaches of the heart, the 
new position which Dr. Barrett will.assume 
is one for which he is well qualified. 

It will be gratifying to the many friends 
of Dr. Barrett to know that he will. still 
continue his residence in this city. His ter- 
ritory is so large that he has the liberty of 
locating wherever it suits him best; and 
since he has been identified with Atlanta 
so long he will make this city his perma- 
nent home, in spite of the new position 
which he is called upon to assume, 

There is not a minister in Georgia who 
stands higher in the ministerial world than 
Dr. Barrett. ‘ine esteem in which he is 
heid throughout this city is shared by all 
denominations, who recognize him .as 
man of pure ife and of pre-eminent. ability. 
The resignation of Dr. Barrett will not 
interfere with his programme for the com- 
ing summer. He intends to conduct a ,par- 
ty as usual through the mazes,.of the 
old world, and as many as three mironths 
will be thus occupied. The dean has six 
months to spend with his congregation, in- 
cluding his European trip, before his resig- 
nation goes into effect and takes him- from 
the people by whom he is so universally be- 
loved. 

Mrs. Barrett, whose influence has been 
felt in oy” the religious movements of 
this city,fand who has probably accom- 
plished more in behalf of her sex than any 
woman who has ever resided in Atlanta, 
will continue the good work which she has 
already commenced and her services to 
the community will not be in the ieas? 
abridged or impaired. 

The resignation of Dr. Barrett will be 
received by the officers of the church with 
profound sorrow, and by the many friends 
of the dean, of all denominations, through- 
out the city. 


CAROLINA’S LIQUOR LAWS. 


Larry Gantt Writes a Tart Letter On 
Its Workings. 

Spartanburg, S. C., March 10.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—Your Mr. Bruffey has re- 
cently visited our state and reported opera- 
tions of the dispensary .law from a blind 
tiger standpoint. I doubt not but that his 
report was correct so far as to Charleston's 
persistent violation of this statute, but 
then you must remember, Mr. Editor, that 
one swallow does not make a spring, and 
neither does the city of Charleston -cconsti- 
tute the state of South Carolina. Knowing 
your paper to be just and fair, and that 
you believe in uphoiding:law. and order, I 
will give you a brief history of the opera- 
tions of the dispensary from a reform stand- 
point, and a broader range of Vision than 
was revealed to Mr. Brufféy in Charleston. 

The dispensary law is one of the statutes 
of this state, as much so as the penaity 
against murder, arson or any other crime, 
and until the courts decree otherwise, or 
it is repealed by representatives of the 
people, it is the duty of every good citizen 


mitted that men can say what law they wiil 
respect and what laws they shall disregard, 
then we have a government of anarchy. 
General Grant remarked that the best way 
to repeal a bad law was to enforce it. All 
that the reformers in our state ask, and 
they are solely responsible for this dispen- 
sary law, is to give it a 
fair test, and then if it proves a 
failure, it will and should be repealed. But 
it seems as if the opponents do not de- 
sire to give the law a fair trial, for they 
commenced a most vindictive war against 
it even before the bill went into effect. 

Now, I am free to confess that this law 
is openly and flagrantly violated, as also 
that in many of our cities and towns it 
is impossible to secure a conviction, even in 
the face of the most conclusive evidence of 
guilt. But let me here ask, what do you 
think of a juror who takes the oath required 
—and it is as solemn in this state as 
your’s—and then render a verdict not in ac- 
cordance with the law and the testimony? 
Don’t you think his conscience must be 
made of elastic, and that he should be 
spurned by every honorable and right-think- 
ing man? When a man wilfully perjures 
himself to vent political spleen, or to try 
and rebuke the party in power, fe is neither 
a law-abiding critizea nor a good -citizen. And 
I desire just here to add that even in the 
city of arleston you do not find among 
trese meh who are so persistently and un- 
scrupulously fighting the dispensary the 
names of families that have given fame, 
distinction and history to the Old Palmetto 
State—such names as Rhett, Huger, Raven- 
el, DeSaussaur and others I miight call, 
but it is a mixed element that has sprung 
up since the war. While these uld families, 
almost to a man, are opposed to Governor 
Tilman and his administration, they re- 
fuse to lead a crusade against the constitut- 
ed government of their state. 

But I will give you a brief history of the 
birth of this law, and how it operates in 
our upper counties.

Governor Tillman, though not a prohibition- 
ist, had announced in bis message that he 
would sign any bill on this subject brought. 
to him. It was at this time, as @ compro- 
mise measure, that the dispensary law of 
Athens, Ga., was procured, overhauled, and 
after many conferences, so amended as to 
satisfy the prohibitionists, and they agreed 


' to support it. Six months -were given the 


liquor men tn.which to get rid of their stock 
so as not to make the revolutionizing. 
change any more oppressive than neces- 
gary. ' 
So at midnight on the 30th of June last, 
every barroom in South Carolina was clos- 
ed, and the state took the sale 
of intoxicants in its own hands. Governor 
Tillman knew that he would be held re- 
sponsible for the success or failure of this 


_ experiment, and went to work with that 


determination and energy that have ever 
characterized him. Our governor is a tee- 
totaller, but he made the liquor business his 
careful study and spent weeks among the 
eastern and western distillers mastering 
the traffic. The state appropriated $50,000 
to start up the business, but it took nearly 
a hundred thousand to get it in successful 
operation. Whisky and stimulants of every 
kind and grade were bought in carload lots, 
and bottled by the most improved macii'n- 
ery in the city of Columbia, the distribut-. 
ing point for the state. The first six months 
the dispensary was somewhat of a drag 
owing to the fact that to establish one, a 
petition signed by < majority of the free- 
hold voters was required, and as most of 
the incorporated towns were anti-Tillman, 
it was only in a few counties where the 
requisite number of names could be secured, 
But the December session of our legislature 
amended the law so that it required a ma- 
jority of voters in a township to defeat the 
esiablishment of a dispensary, and now 
every county, except two or three that 
voted prohibition, have one or more dis. 
pensaries. 

Mr. Editor, in spte of the most vindic- 
tive and determined opposition from the 
antis (as we call tke faction in our state 
opposed to the dominant administration) 
this dispensary law has already proved a 
most phenomenal sucess. In three months’ 
it has cleared abow $100,000, and will pay 
the state debt. Liqtor drinking and drunk- 
enivess have greatly decreased, as is shown 
by the police report. Habitual drunkards, 
minors or men whose families file a protest 
against theirs purchase, cannot get whisky 
at a dispensary, and you can, see the good 
effects of this reforn on every hand. Every 
barrel of liquor is analyzed by the state 
chemist before being bottled, and’ is chemi- 
cally pure and. oie hundred proof. .The 
only complaint agztinst the law is that 100 
per cent profit is too much to charge on 
corn whisky, which makes it 75 cents per 
quart. You can my by the gallon, how: 
ever, at $2.50. But then one of those dis- 
pensary quarts, by actual measurement, 
hold nearly a quéert and a half according 
to the barroom gtuge. The whisky is not 
branded, but designated by the letter “X” 
and runs from Xto XXXX. The latter is 
new rye, and sells at 40 cents per pint; XX 
at 50 cents; XXX at 60 cents, and XXXX 
at $1. The XXX liquor is guaranteed to 
be eleven years old. It is much stronger 
than you buy from dealers, and parties 
who have drank it say that headache never 
follows. It is all nonsense, Mr. Editor, to 
talk about this dispensary liquor being a 
“vile stuff,”’ for it was bought from the 
same manufacturers that supply the whole- 
sale dealers of your city, and is shipped dl. 
rect from the government warehouses to the 
state dispensary, where it goes through 
the hands of # sitilled chemist to see that 
it is absolutely pure. 

Three-fourths of the white voters of 
South Carolina are heartily in favor of this 
law, and will endorse it at the ballot box 
next November, as you will see. They are 
entirely satisfied with its operations. Un- 
der the old license system, nearly all the 
profits from this traffic went into the trea- 
suries of the towns and cities, but with our 
dispensary, the state receives one-half, the 
county where located one-fourth, and: the 
town one-fourth; and unless the municipali- 
ties agree to require their police force to 
assist in enforcing the law, their share of 
the profits is taken from them and used in 
the employment of special constables. Since 
the opening of our dispensary in Spartan- 
burg, the daily receipts have averaged $143 
per day, and there is another in this céunty 
at Gaffney that will run up half as much. 

Of course we have biind tigers, and plenty 
of them. They are even found in your own 
city of Atlanta, where you have the best 
liquor regulations in the world, outside of 
South Carolina. But they are very careful 
in selecting customers, and sell the vilest 
decoctions and give short measure. Their 
patrons are from that class in our state 
who refuse to patronize the dispensary, 
but they are growing less each dayi A 
sensible man will not patronize a law-break-. 
er when he can buy a pure liquor at the 
Same price, and have full measure. Why, 
a few days ago a party in Spartanburg 
told_me that he paid a blind tiger $1 for 
a quart of mean corn whisky, under the be- 
lief that he was getting something extra 
fine, and had to strain-the files out before 
he could drink the stuff. 

And those reports sent from our state 
about outrages by constables are gross y 
exaggerated. In the first place a man to 
be appointed constable must bring a pe. | 
tition signed by a number of the best | 


people in his county, and the first time he | 


is caught intoxicated his commission is 
taken from him. They are not permitted 
to search private houses without warrants 
and when tlils is rendered necessary, the 
county sheriff or his deputy accompanies 
them, and takes command, of the squa 

There is a class of lawless men in our state 
who have set themselves up to defy this 
law, and they are backed and éncourag: 
ed by politicians who are at enmity: with 
Governor Tillman and are working to render 
anything that enminates from him a failure. 
These characters are backed by such vi- 
perous sheets as The Charleston News 
and Courier, a paper owned by a national 
bank, and that has lost all of its influence 
in our state. The most garbled and exagger- 
ated accounts of every raid made by the 
dispensary constables are sent out with the 
design to prejudice the public mind against 
Governor Tillman and this law. Charleston 
for generations absolutely ruled the poli- 
tics of South Carolina, but when our re 
form movement came about, it overthrew 
this political 4ynasty, and hence that city 
has never, and it seems never will, forgive 
ene responsible for its political down. 
all.

A NEW WHEAT CONSUMER. 


Farmers Feeding It to Hogs on Ac- 
count of Low Prices. : 
Washington, March 10.—The statistical re- 

turns of the department of agriculture for 

March consist principally of estimates of 

the distribution of wheat and corn, the 


amounts remaining in farmers’ hands, the 


proportion of merchantable corn and the 
average prices of both the merchantable 
and unmerchantable. 

The report is based upon returns of a 
corps of correspondents in each eounty of 
the several states and territories, and also 
by an independent corps, equal in number, 
reporting to the statistician through the state 


} agents of the department. All grain in the 


hands of farmers. including the surplus of 
previous years,’ is embraced in the states 
given. 

The returns of the correspondents of the 
department throughout the great wheat 
surplus states indicate a new factor in the 
consumption of wheat, viz: the feeding of 
Same to hogs and other stock, a fatt due, as 
declared, to the unprecedently low prices, the 
claim being made that this mode of dis- 
posing of the cereal ts profitable as com- 
pared with marketing it for human food. 
The returns also indicate that a very can- 
siderable proportion of the wheat now in 
the farmers’ hands comes from crops prior 
to that of 1893, and especially from the crops 
of 1891-92. Such stocks have been held prin- 
cipally by large growers. Some damage to 
such stores is reported frem Michigan and 
Washington. The indicated stock of wheat 
in farmers’ hands is 114,060,000 bushels, or 
23.8 per cont of-the volume of the crop of 
1893. This is nearly 21.000,000 bushels less 
than the estimate for March Ist, last year, 
and nearly 20,000,000 less than the average 
of the past eight years. ‘The amount re- 
maining in farmers’ hands in the eleven 
principai wheat-growing states is about 73,- 
000,000 bushels or 63.6 per cent of the amount 
in producers’ hands in the country at large. 
The average weight of the crop of 183, 
per measured bushel, as calculated from 
correspondents and millers and state agents, 
is 67.6 pounds, making the estimated produ¢t 
a little over 381,500,000 commercial bushels as 
against 396,000,000 measured bushels a& here- 
tofore reported. The corn in producers’ 
hands’ @s estimated, aggregates 589,000,000 
bushels or 36.4 per cent of the crop of 1893. 
This proportion is less than for any year 
in the past five, except that of 1891. The 
aggregate of corn in farmers’ hands in the 
surplus states of Ohio, Indiana, illinois, 
Iowa, Mtssouri, Kansas and Nebraska is 
61.1 per cent of that in farmers’ hands in 
the entire country, being in quantity 360,- 


000,000 bushels. The proportion of merchant- 


able corn is 85.6 per cent of a present av- 
erag? value of 34.9 cents per bushel. The 
averages 32.2 cents per 
bushel. 

The official and commercial estimates of 
the world’s wheat crop for 1893 makes it 
32,000,000 bushels less than last year. The 
final estimates will probably still further 
reduce the total for. 1893, for the preliminary 
estimates for Russia and Germany are gen- 
erally reduced by the final estimates.

SURPRISED THE ROBBERS

And Killed Two of Them—Fight on a 
Mexican Ranche. 

Durargo, Mex., March 10.—The stock 
ranch of Pedro Sanchez, about fifty miles 
west of here, was the scene of a desperate 
affray yesterday between a band of brig- 
ands, who made an attack upon the place, 
and a force of employes of the ranch led 
by Mr. Sanchez, who made @ telling re- 
sistance. The outlaws were expected, as 
they were known to be in the neighborhood, 
and when they rode to the main residence 
on the ranch and demanded all the money 
and valuables of the household a strong 
guard of laborers opened fire upon them, 
The robbers were taken completely by sur- 
prise and two of their number killed at 
the first fire. The remainder rallied very 
quietly and returned tbe fire, killing one of 
the ranch hands and wounding three others. 
The fight was kept up for three hours and 
finally resulted in the bandits being driven 


‘from their position and they sought refuge 


in the mountains. leaving behind four 


| killed and five wounded. Mr. Sanchez was 


slightly wounded. 


A Ghastly Find. 

Chattanooga, Tenn.. March 10.—(Special.) 
A ghastly find was made this morning in 
the Tennessee river, near the tannery. Hugh 
Whiteside, Jr., and Vernon B. Whiteside, 
young sons of Judge and Vernon Whiteside, 
were gathering violets along the city side 
of the river. when they found the body of 
aman. The corpse was afterwards identi- 
fied as that of Alonzo Thompson, the South- 
ern hotel barber, who so barbarously cut 
the throat of his mistress, Mollie Mentlow, 
and then drowned himself to eseape the 
consequences. The woman was the comely 
wife of a notorious gambler, and a roman- 
tic tale of dual leve, involving a good wo- 
man end school teacher. made Thompson's 
desperate acts the sensation of the hour. 
The body was about three miles below 
the point where his coat was found, six 
weeks ago.

HARCOURT MAKES HIS PEACE. 


The Chancellor Has-Long Been on Bad 
Terms Withthe New Premier, Who 
Now Hoids the ‘Trumps. 


London March 10.-—(Copyrighted 18%, by 
the United Press.)}—-The outlines of the 
queen’s speech, which will be read at the 
reopening of parliament next week, will not 
be communicated to the leaders of the op- 
position before tomorrow evening. Enough 
is already known to justify the prediction 
that the speech will be about the shortest 
on record, simply canvassing the uniinish- 
ed business of the Gladstonian programme. 

The bills for registration reform, Welsd 
disestablishment, the relief of evicted 


' tenants in ireland and the amendment vl 


the factory act, are expected to cover most 
ot the positive part of the document. lkx- 
tra grants may be demanded, moreover, for 
several purposes. 

If the speech as thus outlined, were all 
the liberals bad to rely upon fora disclosure 
of Lord Roseberry’s policy, a general re- 
volt of the party would be inevitable. The 
prime minister, however. has prepared an 
explicit statement of policy, which he will 
present to the liberal commoners in the 
meeting at the foreign office. He will vun- 
doubtedly announce to them at this ccn- 
ference the continuance of the Gladstoniar 
home rule programme in its entirety. He 
will express his approval of the policy fol- 
lowed by John Morley, chief secretary for 
Ireland, and probably will placate the rad- 
ical wing of the ministerialists with a de- 
claration in ravor of his hobby, the prin- 
ciple of federation for the whole. United 
Kingdom. He is likely to propose the reai- 
ization of this principle with the formation 
of grand contral committees for Scotland 
and Wdles. 

Roseberry’s Attitude. 

Lord Roseberry’s attitude toward the 
house of lords remains doubtful. Unless 
he promises a bill restricting the veto pow- 
er of the peers he cannot expect smooth 
sailing with the radicals, for Labouchere 
and his supporters would certainly move to 
amend the addregs with some hostile clause 
concerning the upper house. The impres- 
sion in the ministerial circle is that the 
prime ministeh will suggest an interim meas- 
ure, giving the peers the right to sit in the 
house of commons, as a preliminary toa 
sweeping reconstruction of the whole sys- 
tem of hereditary legislators. 

In a letter written in 1888 Lord Roseberry 
declared that he favorel allowing the peers 
the option of the lower house. His sup- 
perters now argue that the occasion is in- 
oypertune for any more comprehensive re- 
form. “ 
Harcourt Will Speak. 

The liberal conference at the foreign of- 
fice will be addr.ised also by Sir Willia'r 
Harcourt, chancellor of the exchequer, and 
leader in the house of commons The main 
etject of his speech will be to give the pu: 
ty the idea that he is in complete hat.cny 
with the prime minister. It.is an open se- 
cret, although the liberal organs aliuae to 
it only timidly, that Lord Roseberry ccn- 
siders Sir William one of the diffizuines of 
the situation. While working under. Sir 
William in 1881, Lord Roseberry, then under 
gwecretary of the home office, found his 
chief's brusque and overbearing manner 
well night intolerable. A seriés of disagree- 
able encounters between the two uncongenial 
men led, eventually to Lord Roseberry’s 
resignation. Ever since that time there has 
bes. a hidden feud between them. Each 

has felt the <aversion of th@ other, 
and is likely to continue to do so, despite 
all fair words, 
‘he Anti-Parnelites. 

The enti-Parrellite commoners will meet 

soon after toe reading of the queen’s speech 


to elect officers and to decide upon the fu-— 


ture policy of the party. The anti-Parnel- 
lite leaders have already obtained inform- 
ation sufficient to convince them that the 
governments course will be satisfactory to 
the:a. 

The report. prevailed that John Morley 
had not obtained the assent of all his col- 
leagues to the project for the relief of the 
evicted tenants in Ireland. The fact is 
that Mr. Morley. consented to retain his 


“office only on the condition that the bill in 


question be taken in hand, and told Mr. 
Gladstone that the cabinet must be as near 
intact as possible. The’ plan of relief is 
based upon the recommendations of Justice 
M. A. Thomas. Through the land court the 
evicted tenants will be enabled to buy hold- 
ings, the time of repayment of borrowed 
capital being extended over a term of years. 

The clause concerning compulsory sales 
remains undecided. Justin McCarthy and 
his anti-Parnellite folluwers insist upon the 
compulsory feature, and as it is necessary 
to conciliate them, Ireland will hardly be 
refused. 

The position of the government has been 
made easier by the improvement of the 
prospects of the budget. Instead of the ex- 
pected deficit of more than 2,000,000 pounds 
sterling, there will be little more than 750,- 
000 pounds sterling needed. to balance 
accounts. This change in the outlook is 
due to the increase of the revenue, espec- 
ially of the part produced by the income 
tax. Sir William Harcourt means to bring 
forward a radical budget, raising the death 
duties in accordance with the formal radl- 
cal demands. He will advocate also the in- 
crease of taxation of beer and spirituous 
liquors, in the hope of appeasing the tem-

INTENDED FOR A HAYTIAN WAR, 


The Yacht Struck a Reef and Soon After 
Getting Off Ran Under t»e Guns 
of a Government Ship. 


Jamaica, Maréh 10.—(Copyrighted 1894 by 
the United Press)—-The steam yacht Nata- 
lie, which was purchased in New York 
and sailed from Savannah January 19th 
with arms and ammunition to be used by 
General Magiat in an attempt to overthrow 
President Hippolyte, of Hayti, has been 
captured by the Haytians and taken to 4 
Haytian port. Her cargo has been landed 
and her entire crew have been shot by order 
of President Hippolyte. . 

When the Natalie left Savannah it was 
understood that her destination was Morant 
Cayes, Jamaica. From the time of her 
departure until her arrival at Nassau, N. 
on February 4th, nothing was 
heard of her and it was supposed she had 
been lost or* captured, and it was even 
alleged that she had been secretly sold 
with her cargo of Hippolyte. Her captain re- 
ported that she had put into Nassau under 
stress of weather, but General Manigat had 
conceived the idea that. he had been be- 
trayed and refused to go on board the 
yacht, fearing that the captain of the Nata- 
lie was playing a game to sell him into 
the hands of the Haytian government. The 
Natalie was suspected of being engaged in 
the violation of the British neutrality laws 
and was search, but nothing was discovered 
to justify seizure and she was not held. 
She sailed on February 9th and the same 


night ran aground on Kgg Island reef, from 


which she was helped off by local wreckers. 
A few days later the Natalie was discovered 
by a passing vessel anchored off Fortune 
island, about four hundred miles to the 


‘north of Hayti and a Haytian gunboat was 


also anchored in close proximity to her. 

Subsquenily it was learned that President 
Hipolyte had expressed his determination 
tion that the Natalie’s cargo of arms and 


ammunition should not fall into the hands. 


of his enemies and had given orders that in 
case she should attempt to leave Fortune 
island she must be seized immediately by 


i the Haytien gunboat, which had been on 


the lookout for her some time before her 
arriva! at Fortune island. The Natalie 
was a very small boat—only twenty-nine 
tons. It is said that she was commanded 
by Antonie Salani, who has been identified 
for years with the enemies of the Haytien 
republic.

which caused all the family to cry too. Her 
mother asked the reason; she gave none, 
at last said she was afraid she should go 
to hell, her sins were not pardoned, She 
was first wounded by my reading a ser- 
mon of Mr. Norton’s text, ‘Ye shall seek 
me and shall not find me.’ And those 
words in the sermon, ‘Ye shall seek me 
and die in your sins,’ ran in her mind, and 
terrified her greatly.”’ To escape such 
gloomy predictions B3tty had resort to the 
sermons of the Rev. Cotton Mather, and it 
is scarcely recessary to say that she fell 
from the frying pan into the fire. ,Later on 
Betty goes to her father and, as Judge 
Sewell says, ‘‘told me she was afraid she 
would go to hell, and was like Spira, not 
elected.’”’ This child never escaped from her 
fear of judgment. She lived ‘o be thirty- 
five years of age, and ner whole life was 
one of miserable forebodings concerning 
her future state. 

There were some other Puritan youths who 
were not so faint hearted. A specimen of 
this is Nathaniel Mather, who wrote as 
follows in his diary: 

“When very young I went astray from 
God, and my mind was altogether taken 
with vanities and follies; such as the re- 
membrance of them doth’ greatly abase my 
soul within me. Of the manifold sins which 
then I was. guilty of, none so sticks 
upon me as that, being very 
young, I was whittling on the 
day; and, for fear of being seen, I did it 
behind *the door. A great reproach of 
God! a specimen of that atheism I brought 
into the world with me!’’ 

This is a legitimate scion of Puritanism, 
and as Miss Warle observes, “it is satisfac- 
tory to add that this young prig of a Mather 
died when nineteen vears of age.” 

There is one redesming gleam of robust 
and healthy youth in this. catalogue of woe. 
It is none other than Sam Hirst, the son 
of the Bettie above mettioned, who went 
to live with his grandfather, Judge Sewell, 
and vexed the old gentleima.i very much by 
slipping out to play ball, and not return- 
ing to prayers, playing April fool, and 
otherwise behaving hintself like a well con- 
ditioned youth. ut he did not get much 
encouragement in his pranks, and it is to 
be feared that his lines did not fall in 
pleasant places when he returned from 
these expeditions to the ancestral roof. 

These are but specimens of Miss Earle’s 
book, all of which is extremely entertain- 
ing. There are descriptions of weddings 
and other social events, in which the aus- 
tere restraints of Puritanism were cast to 
the winds, and Bacchus ruled the day. <A 
gloomy chapter is devoted to the doctors 
and medicines of the time, and the greet 
wonder is that any one lived to tell the 
tale. Snail poultices were in high favor. 
Toad frogs and various other interesting in- 
gredients went into the draughts. The use 
of toad frog poultices was not confined 
to New England. It prevails to this day 
in portions of the southern states. The 
quack doctor with his cure alls was omni- 
present, aid had a fat field of ignorance 
and superstition to work in. The chap- 
ter devoted to drinks and beverages is 
suggestive of many a roaring time, and 
many a sad aftermath. This seems to 
have been one sin on which the Puritans 
looked with a lenient eye. If a man got 
drunk, he was liable to a severe reprimand, 
but it was an understood thing that every- 
body was permitted to partake of  bever- 
ages, which would have put a man of the 
present day hors de combat in about five 
minutes. Cider was the prevailing bever- 
age, of which every one partook freely, 
and a curious mixture, known as “stone- 
wall,” consisting of.cider and rum, was 
very popular. This same drink, under the 
similar name of “stone fence, used to be 
a favorite with the old timers in Georgia. 
A drink, known as ‘‘whistle belly ven-

geance,”’ consisting of sour bee?, simmered 
in a kettle, sweetened with molasses, and 
served with bread crumbs and drank hot, 
was a Salem beverage, Its name should 
have served as a warning. 

The book is full of strange customs and 
manners, and shows a diligence in investi- 
gating and compiling which does its au- 
thor great credit. It is one of the most 
interesting works on provincial history 
that has appeared in a long time.

A. Conan Dvoyle’s ‘Sherlock Holmes,"’ The

that in his unusual intellectual qualities 
this clever detective is drawn from real 
lite—the original of Sherlock Holmes being 
Dr. Joseph Bell, of the royal infirmary of 
Edinburgh, where he was a professor when 
Conan Doyle was a medical stucent in the 
same institution. Dr. Bell was graduated 
at the age ot twénty-two from the Un- 
versity of Edinburgh, taught there for two 
years as assistant demonstrator of anato- 
my, and then became house surgeon, at 
the royal infirmary, where ae has since re- 
mained, having been senior surgeon tor 
many years and ‘lately consulting sur- 


eon. 

Oe Dr: Bell erideavored always to impress 
upon his pupils the valie in diagosis of 
observing and making a note of trifles. 
With him the habit of minute and rapid 
observation had become a sixth sense; and 
coupled with this was the equally important 
faculty, which also came with practice to 
be highly cultivated, of deducing correct 
and important conclusions from what to 
the careless or superficial observer would 
seem to be insignilicant trifles. The appli- 
cation of these methods to the affairs of 
every-day life proauced some curious and 
interesting results, and made a deep im- 
pression upon tne imaginations of his pu- 
pils. Of these young Deyie wis one of 
the aptest,.and here is an illustration of 
the manner in- which Dr. Bell gave him 
a lesson in observation, told in the profer- 
sor’s own words: .

Now to Business! 


The last obstacle in the way of the 
Buccess of the Cotton States and Inter- 
national exposition was removed yester- 
day by the unanimous action of the city 
council in ratifying the compromise 
azreement, under the terms of which the 
city appropriates $75,000 to the exposi- 
tion, conditioned upon a minimum fund 
of $125,000 being raised by individual 
subscriptions. 

Every member of the general council, 
including the aldermanic board and the 
ward representatives, voted affirmative 
ly, and after the action of the council 
the mayor immediately put his signature 
to the document which will do more to- 
ward the development of Atlanta than 
any other one thing which has ever been 
done in the history of the city. 

Now that the question of receiving the 
substantial aid of the city has been 
definitely settled the directors will turn 
their attention at once to the important 
task of raising the $125,000 on which 
the city’s subscription is based, and in- 
deed, on the success of this effort the 
very life of the exposition depends, for 
its chartered existence is conditioned 
on $200,000 being raised as a prelimi- 
mary fund. Not a peg can be moved, nor 
a step taken toward permanent organi- 
gation until this $200,000 is raised; but 
the moment this essential stage is pass- 
ed, permanent organization will be 
promptly effected, architects will be 
summoned, the work of improvement on 
the grounds will be begun, and the great 
enterprise which will stand conspicuous- 
ly forward as the leading American 
event of 1895 will take full headway for 
its splendid run. 

Already the stimulating effect of the 
exposition movement is felt in every 
part ef the city. The real estate men 
report a wonderfully increased activity 
in inquiries and sales, and every business 
in Atlanta will be made to feel, at once, 
the good results growing from the sim- 
ple settlement-of the fact that the eX po- 
Sition has overcome every obstacle, and 
that the way is now clear for its com- 
plete success. 

AS was conclusively demonstrated in 
the interview with Mr. S. M. Inman, in 
yesterday morning’s Constitution. with 
$200,000 raised as a preliminargpfund, 
there will be no trouble whatever 
in pitching the exposition on a million 
and a half or a two million dollar basis, 
With $200,000 subscribed. the exposition : 
directors will cut a pattern which will 
be large enough to fit a two million dol- 
lar effort, and it will leave a tuck or two, 
in which to spread to as much larger di- 
mensions as may become necessary. 

The main question now is the $200,000, 
of which the city has already subscribed 
$75,000. . 

The remaining $125,600 must be raised, 
and what is more, it must be raised this 
week! The Constitution expects to an- 
nounce before next Sunday that the ep- 
tire $200,000 has been raised. We have 
just that much confidence in the enthus!- 
asm with which Atlanta has gone into 
this great exposition movement, and in 
the earnestness which the people of this 
city are always ready to put into any 
work which .looks to the glory and the 
growth of Atlanta. 

Let every man give his part, be the 
amount large or small. The movement 
is one in which.every man, woman and 
child in Atlanta is interested, for in the 
success of the exposition depends the 
measure of the prosperity of every busi- 
ness enterprise in Atlanta for the next 
ten years. 

The exposition directors will meet to- 
morrow morning at 10 o’clock, and every 
member of the board should be on hand. 
The movement has now reached a most 
important stage, and every member of 
the board should be prepared to do his 
full duty. We do not feel, however, 
that it is necessary to urge upon the 
directors the great responsibility of the 


work in their hands, for they have’ 


shown that they are fully impressed 
with it, and that they are ready to do 
whatever lies within their power to push 
the movement to the unprecedented suc- 
cess planned for it. 


The Crime of Train Robbing. 
The bill introduced by Representative 


Caldwell, of Ohio, making train robbing - 


|  & federal offense, triable in the United 
States courts, is on the rights line, and it 
__ ls to be hoped that it will become a law. 
The crime of train robbing is of a pe- 


bers often taking special advantage of 
the proximity of the state line to commit 
a crime in one state and dodge the law 
by gaining such time as is required to 
secure their apprehension by going to 
another state. The government has 
found it necessary for the protection of 
our commercial interests to establish in- 
terstate railroad regulations. If it is 
right to extend federal authority in this 
direction on the civil side there are 
stronger reasons why it should be ex- 
tended on the criminal side. The travel 
and traffic affected by train robbers is 
not confined to state lines. It is spread 
over the entire country, and it frequently 
happens that the United States mails are 
the object of highway attack. 

The national government is strong 
enough to deal with this very grave sub- 
ject, and unless something is done’ to 
check the train robbing wave which 
seems to be on the advance, the robbers 
will have their own way in some locali- 
ties. 

The very fact that the railroads are 
used to convey the United States mails 
and that the robberies are often planned 
against the mails, affords sufficient in- 
ducement for congress to consider favor- 
ably the bill introduced by Representa- 
tive Caldwell. 

There is entirely too much train rob- 
bing for this day and generation, and 
congress should throw the strong arm 
of federal protection around the govern- 
ment mails to such an extgnt as to Ict 
the train robbers understagfl that they 
will be dealt with by the government 
according to their deserts. Such a law 
would have the effect of putting a stop 
to train robbery. 


The Breckinridge-Pollard Case. 

It is unfortunate for Congressman 
Breckinridge that he has made an-ef- 
fort to defend the suit brought against 
him by Miss Pollard. 

The testimony for the defense does not 
tend to vindicate Mr. Breckinridge. The 
whole tenor of it is to the effect that 
Miss Pollard was a bad woman when 
the congressman met her and a_ bad 
woman when: he left her. Against this 
we have the positive statement of Mrs. 
Blackburn that the defendant intro- 
duced: the young lady to her as his 
promised wife and persuaded her to 
chaperone her. Then, the chief of po- 
lice declares that Mr. Breckinridge, in 
his presence, promised to marry Miss 
Pollard. 

There is only one legal point in the 
case. Did the defendant promise to mar- 
ry the plaintiff? This is the only thing 
to be considered. All the testimony 
about the young woman’s character 
amounts to nothing. No matter whether 
she was good or bad, the question is, did 
her lover promise to marry her? 

It has been suggested that Mr. Breck- 
inridge made the promise in order. to 
gain time and escape the pistols of Miss 
Pollard and her brother. Possibly, if 
this fact is brought out the jury will 
think that the defendant was justified in 
promising anything with a view of sav- 
ing his life. But Mr. Breckinridge has 
always posed as an absolutely fearless 
man. If a desperate woman's anger has 
driven him into such a humiliating posi- 
tion he will be more likely to excite 
ridicule than sympathy. 

It is a very unpleasant piece of busi- 
ness for all concerned. A verdict will 
help nobody. The principal actors in 
this sad drama are bopelessly wrecked 
in reputation, and they will remain un- 
der a cloud all their lives. Alexander 
Hamilton lived down a somewhat simi- 
lar scandal, but he frankly admitter 
his guilt. Sir Charles Dilke has re-estab- 
lished himself after figuring in one of 
the most revolting cases on record. In 
this country, however, it is almost im- 
possible for a public man to get over an 
affair of this sort. We do not say that 
Mr. Breckinridge is as black as Miss 
Pollard paints him, but it strikes us that 
his defense clearly establishes his guilt. 


How Long? 

Last October when John Sherman was 
trying to persuade the senate to repudi- 
ate the democratic platform by repealing 
th® purchasing clause of the Sherman 
act without substitute legislation, he 
declared that the repeal bill, once pass- 
ed, “would gladden the hearts of mil- 
lions of men now being turned out of 
employment.” To this he added: 

We would relieve the business cares of 
thousands of men whose whole fortunes are 
embarked in trade. We would relieve the 
farmer and his product for free transporta- 
tion to foreign countries, now clogged for 
the want of money. In the present condi- 
tion of affairs there is no money to buy 
cotton and corn and wheat for foreign con- 
sumption. Break down the barrier now 
maintained by the senate of the United 
States, check this viper called obstruction 
to the will of the majority, give the senate 
free power and play, and in ten days from 
this time the skies will brighten, business 
will resume its ordinary course and the 
clouds that lower upon our house will be in 
the deep bosom of the ocean buried. 

The cuckoos took up the refrain, and 
some very good democrats who had no 
knowledge of the deep-laid scheme that 
was on foot echoed Mr. Sherman’s pro- 
phecy. 

Well, the people have seen what they 
haye seen, and they know what they 
know. Everybody has had an opportu- 
nity to test the efficiency of the single 
gold standard, and to reap the results of 
repudiating the democratic policy. The 
whole country has had an opportunity 
to reap the benefits of the most disas- 
trous object lesson ever applied to a 
people who have been taught to believe 
that they are free. 7 : 

The moment the democratic adminis- 
tration refused to assent to substitute 
legislation for the Sherman act affairs 
began to go from bad to worse. Values 
have undergone a more violent contrae- 
tion, prices have fallen to a still lower 
level, wages have been still further re- 
duced and large additions have been 
made to the army of the unemployed. 

The speculators in the senate and in 
Wall street have managed to boom the 
stock of the Sugar trust, just as any 
stock can be temporarily manipulated— 
but the tendency is stil downward.

The Gubernatorial Campaign. 

Colonel Atkinson’s recent speech at 
Dawson deserves to rank with the one 
delivered at Jesup. In tone, spirit and 
utterances the two speeches are substan- 
tially the same, 

The speaker told his Dawson audience 
that fitness should be the test of a guber- 
natorial candidate. He said that the 
churches do not select for a bishop a 
man because he was a general, but a 
man qualified in every way, for such a 
place. 
that a Christian minister is not quali- 
fied to deal with secular affairs, and is 
not fitted for public service. Those who 
heard Colonel Atkinson went away un- 
der the impression that only lawyers 
were competent, in his judgment, to fill 
political offices. Business men, farmers, 
preachers and others should stick to 
their own callings and let the lawyers 
run the government. 

Now,. this line of argument will not do 
Colonel Atkinson any good. This per- 
sistent effort to underrate the ministry 
and place it under the ban will be re- 
sented by the people. Of course, Colonel 
Atkinson can shape his own campaign 
in his own way. We are not laying 
down a programme or a policy for him, 
but we do not hesitate to put him upon 
notice that this kind of talk about the 
ministers of the gospel will not be ap- 
body of our 


voters. 

The truth is, that in this country many 
of the most notable and successful men 
in political life have belonged to the 
ministry. Hiundreds of preachers are 
first-class business men and are valuable 
advisers in publie affairs. Because a 
man is a minister it does not follow that 
he must take no active interest in secular 
affairs. On the contrary, it is his duty 
to look after his temporal interests, vote 
on the right side, and when his people 
ask him to serve them in a public office 
he should be commended for respond- 
ing to their call. General Kvans belongs 
to that old-fashioned class of Georgians 
who have always held themselves ready 
to serve their fellow men to the best of 
their ability in any line of endeavor. He 
was a minister, and was, therefore, not 
subject to service under the confederacy, 
but he did not take advantage of this 
bomb-proof. ‘Nor did. he look about for 
a big office under the new government. 
He volunteered as a private soldier and 
soon rose to the rank of general. He 
was one of the best fighters in the war, 
but he was as modest when he wore 
epaulets as he has always been in the 
pulpit. After the war the general re- 
turned to his religious work. ty. «this 
time the people of Georgia had discov- 
ered that their quiet fellow citize was @ 
man of great ability in many ways. He 
was not only a good soldier, a good gen+ 
eral and a good preacher, but his exe¢ts 
tive ability was of a high order, and 
whenever financial and business. matters 
were discussed in the conferences Gen- 
eral Evans was always relied upon, and 
his advice was generally followed. 

But General Evans does not go be- 
fore the people boasting of his military 
record, his patriotism, his ability or any 
of his virtues and qualifications: Nor 
does he disparage Colonel Atkinson and 
advise him to stick to the law instead of 
plunging into politics. The general is 
too old to throw off the modest habits 
of a lifetime and loom up on the stump 
bragging about his past. If he cannot 
get the support of his fellow citizens 
without resorting to such methods, he 
does not want it. He is satisfied to 
abide by the verdict of the voters of 
xeorgia, and he does not propose to ex- 
alt himself at the expense of others. 

Colonel Atkinson will do well to study 
the dignified and modest campaign 
methods of his magnanimous opponent. 

We do’ not believe that Colonel Atkin- 
son realizes the full meaning of some 
of his utterances, nor how they are re- 
garded by serious minded people. For 
his own sake we trust that he will drop 
his present style of argument and rest 


his case upon his merits. 
aime —————— 


As to the “Second Step.” 


Senator Vilas, in discussing the seitgn- 
lorage bill. made these remarks: 

It certainly adds to the alarm which I 
feel in regard to this legislation—its pur- 
poses and consequences—to hear from able 
and intelligent men aniexpress declaration 
of their understanding that it is a step, a 
long step—perhaps an efficacious and fatal 
step—toward the substitution of the 
silver standard in this country for the gold 
standard. It is not substitution of bimetal- 
lism—that fatuous will-o’-the-wisp, which is 
always set floating before arguments which 
really favor silver monometallism—it is not 
for the establishment of a bimetallic stand- 
ard, but it is a measure simply for the es- 
tablishment of a monometallic silver stand- 
ard in place either of go.d or bimetallism. 

It will be observed that in one breath, 
Mr. Vilas, who is the most eager and 
pliable of all the cuckoos, alludes to bi- 
metallism as a “fatuous will-o’-the-wisp,” 
and in the next declares that the seign- 
iorage bill stands in the way of bimet- 
allism. We do not understand how a 
will-o’-the-wisp can possess the quality 
of fatnousness, nor do we see how, if 
bimetallism is so insubstantial, the seign- 
iorage bill could stand in its way, or 
why, indeed, it shouidn’t stand in the 
way. For if bimetallism is “a fatuous 


will-o’-the-wisp” there fs no reason why | 


the seigniorage bill shouvldn’t stand in 
its way. 3 

The truth seems to be that Mr. Vilas 
is opposed to the seigniorage bill, not 
because of any effect it will have on the 
financial situation, but because he knows 
or thinks he khows that the administra- 
tion is opposed to it. Otherwise, to use 
a common expression, Mr. Vilas is talik- 
ing through the brim of his plug hat. 

The seigniorage bill ean hardly be ealt- 
ed a part of the second step toward car- 
rying out the policy of bimetallism -en- 
dorsed in the Chicago platfrom.

in the declaration which we have quoted 
to repudiate the policy of bimetallism to 
which the platform pledges the party. 
He is recognized in Washington as the 
mouthpiece of the administration. Does 
he represent the administration when 
he declares that bimetallism is a “fatu- 
ous will-o’-the-wisp?’ 

From the standpoint of Mr. Vilas, the 
single gold standard is not only superior 
to the single silver standard, but to bi- 
metaHism. And yet it would take him 
and the class he represents a thousand 
years to convince the people of this. 
The single gold standard has been estab- 
lished by democratic votes, but the peo- 
ple understand thoroughly that the ma- 
jority of these votes was obtained by 
means of fraud and misrepresentation. 
The democrats were prevented from 
bringing in substitute legislation for the 
Sherman act by promises: that uncondi- 
tional repeal was only.the first step to- 
ward carrying out the democratic policy, 
and that the second and final step would 
be promptly taken as soon as the 
“threat” of monthly purchases was with- 
drawn. 

Mr. Voorhees and all the leading dem- 
ocrats pledged themselves to the second 
step, but now Mr. Vilas, presumably 
speaking for the administration, says 
that bimetallism, which is the demo- 
cratic policy, is a “fatuous will-o’-the- 
wisp.” 

Does Mr. Vilas desire the administra- 
tion, which he so faithfully serves, to 
go out of office with the record of having 
wrought more ruin and havoc in four 
years than the war between the states? 


A Garbled Policy. 


The patronage heelers now pretend 
that they are standing on the platform, 
and they cry out that that sacred in- 
strument has been garbled when we call 
their attention to the pledge that both 
gold and silver shall be the standard 
money of the country. They flinch and 
make wry faces because we sometimes 
Omit from the quotation that portion of 
the paragraph which declares that each 
dollar shall be as good as every other 
dollar, as follows: | 

We denounce the republican legislation 
known as the Sherman act of 1890, as a 
cowardly makeshift, fraught with possibil- 
ities of danger in the future which should 


make all of its supporters, as well as its au- 
thor, anxious for its speedy repeal. We hold 


standard money of the country, and to the 
coinage of both gold and silver, without 
discrimination against either metal, or 
charge for mintage, but the dollar unit of 
coinage of both metals must be of equal in- 
trinsic value or be adjusted through inter- 
national agreement, or by such safeguards 
of legislation as shall insure the mainte- 
nance of the parity of the two metals and 
the equal power of every dollar at all times 
in the markets and in payments of debts; 
and we demand that all paper currency 
shall be kept at par with and redeemable 
in such coin. We insist upon this policy 
as specially necessary for the protection of 
the farmers and laboring classes, the first 
and most defenseless victims of unstable 
money and a fluctuating currency. 
When gold and silver become 
standard money of the country it follows 
that each dollar will be as good as every 
other dollar. But it is idle to talk about 
parity in the face of the present condi- 
tion of affairs.

CLOSING AT GAINS OF 1-8 TO 1-4, 


The Weekly ‘Bark Statement—Cotton 
Was Weak and Closes Lower— 
Wheat Lower. 


NEW YORK, March 10.—American Sugar 
was the feature of the stock speculation 
today. The stock ranged between 90 and 
838%c, and closed at 9lc, a net gain for the 
day of 1% per cent. The rise was based 
on the belief that the directors will declare 
the regular dividend either .today or on 
Monday. Up to the clese of the market, 
however, nothing definite was known. The 
stock was also strengthened by reports 
that the company purchased large stocks 
of raw sugars recently, which will net it a 
big profit if the senate tariff bill becomes 
a law. So far as protection on refined su- 
gar is concerned, an official of the com- 
pany said that any one familiar with the 
sugar business knows that when the vary- 
ing rates of the duty are reduced to a par- 
ity of 100 degrees of raw sugar there is 
practically no margin whatever for the 
American refiners. Under the duty as pro- 
posed some of the grades of refined sugar 
from England will come into this country 
at a lower rate of duty than the home re- 
finer will be obliged to pay on his raw 
material, these sugars being bright in color, 
but low in polarization. The opinion, how- 
ever, had no effect on the stock, which 
continued to move up. Chicago Gas was 
fn better demand and rose to 66%c. Rail- 
way stocks were quiet for a time, but near 
ll o’clock‘a brisk inquiry set in and prices 
edvanced %4@1% per cent. St. Paul, Bur- 
lington and Quincy, Rock Island and 
Northwestern were all prominent in the 
upward movement. When Sugar ran off to 
80%c near the close the general list re- 
ceded %@% per cent and closed steady at 
the decline. Net changes show gains of 
%@1% per cent. The total sales were 1\3,- 
000 shares, of which 35,000 were Sugar; 73,- 
000 were listed and 40,000 unlisted.

NEW YORK, March 10.—Whenever the 
market becomes depressed or an upward 
turn is developing more strength, it is no- 
ticeable that rumors become current that 
Neill will reiterate his 7,700,000 estimate, 
and therefore it has not bea surprising 
that, with the decline of 6 points from 
last night, the report is that he will repeat 
that figure at Liverpool on Monday next. 
Mr. Neill has often been the Moses to lead 
the foreign spinner out of his troubles by 
promising large crops, some of which have 
been realized and several of which have 
not by a very large majority, but they 
overlook his mistakes and swear by the 
years when he happened to be right. As 
we showed a few days ago by the copy of 
a card in an Englisn paper, an admiring 
correspondent says: ‘‘Lancashire is indebt- 
ed—has been again ani again highly in- 
debted—to Mr. Henry Neill.’ Any one can 
read between those lines. The English con- 
sumer is the incarnation of incredulity on 
this subject simply because it is to his in- 


terest to believe always in a big crop. 
What effect this reiteration may produce 
at Liverpool remains to be seen, but we 


have an idea if it is reveated it was known 
perhaps at Liverpool this morning, and 
probubly accounts for a part of the decline 
there today of 3-64d. The New York Chron- 
icie this morning shows that thirty Fall 
hiver mills have declared an average divi- 
dend of 1% per cent for the quarter en4- 
ing March $list, which were no doubt the 
worst three months they have experienced 
in years. It only shows how much pre- 
tense there is and has been of the demoral- 
ized condition of the eastern mills. The 
article referred to also says the amount 
paid out in dividends in the past three 


‘months has been greater than for the ‘like 


period of either 1891 or 1892. The capital 
upon which this dividend is announced is 
$19,128,000. It also shows that eleven of 
the thirty mills have maintained the ratio 
of last year. An industry earning at the 
rate of 6% per ee annum for the past 
three months should earn 10 per cent upon 
any improvement in trade conditions. Last 
year the American spinner had the spot 
markets largely without competition on ac- 
count of the English operative strike, and: 
this year the American spinner stays out 
of the market. Continental and English 
spinners have taken from America 4,189,095 
bales against 3,219,927, or 158 more than 
were exported at the same date last year, 
while at the same time the amount brought 
into sight of this crop in excess of last 
vear up to last night was only 787,028. 
Therefore, what was brought over into this 
crop on September Ist last has been en- 
croached upon to the extent of 182,110 bales, 
as will be seen by these figures. It justifies 
all that has been said by such European 
authorities as those we quoted yesterday 
that the world’s consumption this year of 
American will. be in excess of 8,000,000, al- 
though the American spinner has taken 
261,562 bales less than last year. The south- 
ern cotton producer is between the upper 
and nether millstone, because, as we see 
the spinner on one side of the Atlantic 
returns the compliment the following year 
to his fellow spinner on the other side, 
and this game of battledore and shuttle 
cock goes on. As if this were not enough 
the foreign spinner early in October last 
was run out of the spot market simply by 
a promise of a crop that must be 1,031,000 
bales more than had come into sight last 
night.

Chicago, March 19.—The wheat market 
Curing the past we-k, while active, - has 
been narrow and largely a local cone.

Chicago Gossip. 

The Modern Miller, of St. Louis, says: 
“The condition of winter wheat through- 
out the country as a whole is good, but 
the plant is exceedingly tender, and would, 
tnerefore, be badly damaged by a hard 
freeze. 


“More than a month ago The Modern 
Miller notified the trade that wheat had 
been impaired in portions of Kansas and 
Nebraska by freezing. The damage was 
reported as being confined to prairie lands, 
and where snow had blown away from the 
plant. 


“Recent reports of damage to wheat are 
based on the effects of that freeze. If any 
of the authorities claiming to have investi- 
gated the situation this week had done so 
they must have believed that throughout 
the southern part of the Indian territory 
and portions of northern Texas winter 
wheat is declared to be almost a failure. 


“From Purcell and Greenville, Tex., most 
of the wheat area is being prepared for 
corn. Dry and u@usually cold weather is 
the cause generally given. 


“In the panhandle of Texas and through- 
out Oklahoma and the northern part of the 
Indian territory wheat is doing well.’’

Take care that a red-headed urchin in a 
gray coat and brass buttons does not run 
into you. Jump out of the way—he carries 
an important message that must be deliv- 
ered within five minutes. Possibly he might 
stop long enough to answer your question 
by waving his delivery book towards a big 
door on the right of the hallway. When 
you open the door don’t be alarmed at the 
discordant chorus from the numerous in- 
struments—that monotonous clicking goes 
on all day. 

Inquire for Manager T. A. Closs. He 
might be over at one of the branch office; 
but take a seat, he'll be in directly. 

After a while the door opens and a lit- 
tle man with a pleasant face, bordered 
around the bottom with a neatly-trimmed 
black beard, walks with a brisk, business- 
like step. 

The messenger boys, recognizing that 
step, have rammed their wild-west litera- 
ture under their coats and are sitting up 
with sphinx-like rigidity. The gentiman 
goes over to his desk, jerks off his coat, 
turns quickly around and begins to fire 
numerous questions at his different clerks. 

In a short while he has found out all 
that has transpired during his absence, 

Don’t interrupt him—wait until he fin- 
ishes, then introduce yourself. You must 
not be surprised if he shakes your hand 
rather roughly. That's Manager Closs’s 
way. He is always cordial. Explain to 
him the object of your visit. Tell aim that 
you would Uke to find out how teiegrams 
@re sent and received. In five minutes you 
will know almost enough to operate a sys- 
tem of your own. 

Talk to him also about the company he 
is connects 1 with, its history, the territory 
it covers and its prospects. Then it is that 
the manager grows enthusiastic. Now and 
then he hits the tuble a heavy biow to ein- 
phasize his remarks, and he pours out facts 
faster than a stump speaker can teil jokes. 
And those facts are interesting, too. 

A History ot the Dostai. 

The Festal Telegraph Cable Company 
was organized in 1830, and is owned en- 
tirely by John W. Mackay, of bonanza 
fame, ana James Gordoa Bennett, owner 
of The New York hieraid, and has made 
wonderful strides to controi the business of 
the telegrapn world, During the eight 
years of its existence the Postal has built 
lines across the continent, and with very 
few exceptions enters every state in.the 
union; their system owns abouf 2,000 miles 
of line and has neariy 5,v0v ollices, which is 
strong evidence of tneir prosperity and of 
the patronage the company nus received 
Guring its short existence. When the Pos- 
tal company first Ssiarted out it was the in- 
tention of its promoters to ( e the Postal 


-only as a feeder for the Mackay-Bennett 


cabies, comimoniy Known as the Commercial 
Cabie Cumpany, which, by the way, was 
the company which reuuced the rate per 
word on irans-Atiantic telegrams from New 
York to Great Britain, Germany and France 
from 50 cenis to 2 cents per word. The 
otner cabie company at once cut their rate 
to lz cents a word, and openly stated that 
they would svon teach the bonanza king 
and his associates a few things in the bus- 
iness. These rates remained in force for 
over six months, and finaily, after losing 
considerable money, the opposition company 
trie i tc sectre the co-operation of the Cuin~ 
mercial to place the rate at 4 cents per 
word, this rate to be maintained by both 
companies. The proposition was declined 
and the Commercial won a great victory 
by forcuy the opposition to meet its rate 
of 25 cenis per word. The grateful public 
appreci>iing the efforts of the Mackay- 
Bennett peopte in their behalf, immediately 
began paim Lizing their laad line over which 
to transect thes telegraph business, and 
tod:y the Fustal is recognized 4s the lead- 
ing telegraph company of the world in 
point of enterprise, quick and accurate ser- 
vice. 

In 1888 the Postal built its first line into 
the south, and since that time has been 
cotstantiy adding new offices and extending 
its system throughou.r the entire country. 

Who the President Is. 

Mr. A, G. Chandler* president and general 
manager, was born in West Randolph, Vt., 
on August 20, 1840. He beiongs to the prom- 
inent New England family of that name, 
who have furnished sevral distinguished 
men in public affairs. Mr. Chandler is a 
self-made man, having studious tastes. He 
made. effective use of the opportunity for 
securing an academic education by working 
as a cuinp. itor in printing offices in his 
native town and in Montpelier, There was a 
telegraph cftice located in a bookstore in 
West Kandoilph in connection with the print- 
ing office in which he worked, and this en- 
abled him to acquire the art of teiegraphy. 
For a time he was a telegraph messenger and 
operator. In October, leo’, he was appointed 
manager of the Western Union Telegraph 
office in Bellaire, O. in 1863 he entered the 
United States military telegraph service as 
cipher operator in the war depariment at 
Washington, D. C. In performance of 
these duties, he many times visited the 
armies in the field. He also became person- 
ally acquainted with many of the princi- 
pal civil and military officers of the gov- 
ernment, and particularly with President 
Lincoln, 

From 1866 to 1884 he was prominently iden- 
tified with various telegraph and cable 
interests, occupying positions of great trust 
and responsibility. In 1884 ne «as eniployed 
as counsel by the Postai Cable Tes raph 
Company. In 1886 he was el2::2d president 
of the company. 

In connection with his care of the prcp- 
erty of the Postal Telegraon Company, he 
assumed the general inanagement of the 
newly organized United Liney Telegraph 
Company, which subsequently becane a 
part of the Postal. In the meantime he. 
fiiled important offices in the Commercial 
Cable Company, the Pacific Postal Tele- 
graph Company and the Comm >rcial Tele- 
graph Company. 

The magnificent new huilding now In pro- 
cess of construction at the corner of Broad- 
way and Murray streets, New York, which 
when completed will be the home of the 
Postal Telegraph Company and the Mackay- 
Bennett Cable Company is the project of 
Mr. Chandler, 


The Vice President. 

W. H. Baker, vice president of the [ostel 
Telegraph Company, is a native of New 
York state. He has been prominently :dent- 
ified with the telegraph business from an 
early age. He was appointed to his present 
position tuur sears ago. He is pussesel 
of ready tact, fine judgment and a sense 
of uscipline which not unkindlv exacts a 
wise observance of duty from subord.nates. 
He is very popular with the company at.d 
telegraph fraternity, an excellent man for 
the position re holds. 


An Interesting Career. 

Mr. Joseph W. Kates, general superinten- 
@ent of the southern division of the Postal, 
Richmond, Va., first entered the telegraph 
service at the office of the Me-znetic Tele- 
graph Company, at Wilmington, Del., and 
was the first operator at the Wilmington 
depot office when it was opened during the 
winter of 1856. 


In 1858 he entered the service of the Wash-. 


ington and New Orleans Telegraph Compa- 
ny, at Petersburg, Va. In 1859, he was 
transferred to the Richmond office of the

headquarters of General Beaure- 
guard, at Columbus, Ky., and Humboldt, 
Tenn., and for a time was manager of the 
Southwestern Telegraph Company's office 
at Corinth, Miss., aad later an operator ‘at 
General Beauregard’s headquarters at that 
Place and at Tupelo, Miss. 

At the close of the war he was, with oth- 
er southern operators, kindly received and 
promptly employed, with a liberal salary, 
at the office of the American Telegraph 
Company, in New York, through the gener- 
osity of Marshal Lefferts, then general 
manager of the American company. 

The American company about that time 
absorbed the Washington and New Orleans 
and its suctessor, the Southern Telegraph 
Company. 

Manager Closs. 


Manager Closs is a most efficient official 
and has hau a wide experience in the tele 
graph business. He is a North Carolinian by 
birth, and is a son of the noted Rev. Dr. 
William Closs, who, for fifty years, was a 
prominent member of the Methodist Episco- 
pal conference of North Carolina. He com

nessee and Georgia. 

Shortly after the consolidation of the 
Western Union and American Union Tele- 
graph Companies, in 1882, he entered the 
service of the Southern Telegraph Com- 
pany, then building from Washington 
southward, and was appointed general 
superintendent of that company and con- 
tinued in its service until] 1888. 

Late in the year of 1883 the Postal Tele- 
graph-Cable Company decided to extend its 
system southward from Washington, and

The Local Oflice. 


The general office of this company in At- 
lanta is in the “Gate City bank building, 
with branch ojifices located in the Kimball 
house, Equitable buiiding and old capitol. 
All the branch offices, together with the 
main office, have direct wires to Augusta, 
Ga.; Richmond, Va.; Washington, D. C.; 
Philadelphia, New York, Birmingham, Ala:; 
Montgomery, Ala.; Macon, Ga.; Mobile, 
Ala.; New Orleans, La.;7 Chattanooga, 
Nashville, Tenn.; Louisville, Ky., and 
Chicago, Ill. 

The location of Atlanta is such that only 
the effects of a general and severe storm 
all over the entire country would cause 
it to be cut off from telegraphic communi- 
cation from the business centers over this 
company’s lines. Should a severe storm 
prevail along the Atlantic seaboard and 
disable the eastern route the business from 
Atlanta to eastern points would be routed 
via Chicago, with which it has a direct 
trunk line of five wires. Or should a storm 
Orevail in the northwest, Atlanta and the 
entire south would have an outlet via Au- 
gusta and the east. 

uhe growth of the company’s local busi- 
ness has been remarkable and due to ex- 
cellent management. The company started 
very modestly a little over four years ago, 
but has extended its business tntil now 
the office is a scene of bustling activity. 
Manager Closs employes twenty-seven peo- 
ple. The operating force consists of G. D. 
Bishop, chief operator; assisted by Messrs. 
Fred W. Elleby, J. Herrick, uJ. O. Scott, 
Y. J. Allen, B. 4. Finney, R. 8. Pope, V. 
Schakleford; Bookkeeper, G. William Oliver 
and Clerks C. E. Hicks and Curtis Delany. 
When it is considered that the Atlanta 
office does strictly a local business, the re- 
peating offices of this company being at 
Augusta in the east and Birmingham in 
the west and Chicago in the northwest, it 
will be seen that they enjoy a large patron- 
age from the citizens of Atlanta. 

This large force has been maintained all 
through the recent panic, and no laying 
off or reduction in force has been made, 
the sentiment of the company seeming to 
be that if men work during the busy sea- 
son they should not be thrown out of em- 
ployment when business is light. And this 
sentiment prevails throughout the entire 
Postal system. No such thing as strikes, 
complaints or dissatisfaction is ever heard 
from its employes. The feeling of mutual 
interest between employer and employe is 
observable everywhere. A large force of 
young white boys of the city are employed 
as messengers, and with their nobby gray 
uniforms can be seen hustling along the 
streets of the city in a live manner. The 
money paid out by this company, 
and which is spent in Atlanta 
amounts to a large sum _ annually. 

There ,is one notable feature about the 
Postal and that is it does not follow the rail- 
road lines, and is, therefore, under no obli- 
gations to handle railroad messages to the 
dqtriment of commercial telegrams. The 
lines run overland, along turnpikes and 
county roads. ; 

Although a comparatively new company 
the Postal is gradually extending its lines 
and within a few years every hamlet in 
the south will be blessed with the con- 
veniences of its service. |

TACKLES THE JUDGE. 


Judge Westmoreland’s Jury Rises to 
Make a Statement. 

Atlanta, Ga., March 10, 1894.—Editor Con- 
stitution—In your issue of Thursday appears 
a report of an incident in Judge Westmore- 
land’s court, which demands a statement 
from us, in order that we may not bear,

ment, if unexplained, might bring. We com- 
pose the unfortunate jury which tried the 
case of the state against Fannie Gilbert. 
When we were sworn to try the case, we 
took the following oath: ‘“‘You shall well 
and truly try each case submitted to you 
during’ the present term. A verdict 
true give according to the opin- 
ion you entertain of the evi- 
dence submitted to you, so help you God.” 
The evidence was all submitted to us, and 
we could have decided the case without 
leaving the box. It was perfectly plain to 
our minds that the state had failed to make 
any case against the defendant by any sort 
of evidence. While it is true that we could 
have found the defendant guilty upon gen- 
eral reputation, for she was a negro charged 
with keeping adisorderly house. we could 
alsu probably have found her guilty without 
any evidence, but we did not see how we 


could do this and not violate our oaths, _.. 


It was our impression, and we were s0 
charged by his honor, Judge Westmoreland, 
that we were to look to the evidence, and 
there being no evidence that in our opinion 
would justify us in finding her guilty, we so 
declared it in our-verdict. 

We thought honestly that we were the 
judges of the facts, and that the judge 
would charge us the law and that we could 
then apply the law to the facts and deter- 
mine the guilt or innocence of the accused, 
but we regret to say that we understand 
that the judge is not only judge of the law, 
but is willing to set up his judgment against 
the whole jury, and because we happen to 
differ with his honor, we are insulted and 
driven out without being allowed to defend 
ourselves as to character and reputation. 

We tried to do our sworn duty in this 
case as well as in all other cases that were 
submitted to us. We were complimented by 
his honor upon several other yerdicts that 
we rendered, in which his honor happened 
to agregq, with us. We desire to say now, 
after honor has poured forth his indig- 
natio pon our defenseless heads, at a time 
that we had no opportunity of making any 
sort of defense—we do not believe that our 
action would need any defense at our hands. 
We leave it to any one who heard the sworn 
testimony rendered from the stand—but for 
fear that some may be misled by his hon- 
or’s unjust and unkind refiéction upon our 
characters, we feel called upon to write this 
card in our own defense. 

From the judge’s remarks it would seem 
that we had agreed to commit perjury for 
the purpose of clearing a negro woman, 
whom we never knew or heard of: befors. 
We desire to say that we think that his 
honor, Judge T. P. Westmoreland, went 
out of his way to cast an insult upon us, 
when we were in a position where we were 
unable to defend ourselves. 

In conclusion allow us to say that if we 
were called upon to decide that case again, 
with the same evidence as introduced be- 
fore, and with the same charge of his hon. 
or, we would render the same verdict that 
we did before, and that in the trial of all 
cases we have been under the impression 
that it was our duty to look to the court, 
who is a learned man in the law, for in- 
struction as to all questions of law and to 
be guided by him as to the law, but when 
it comes to questions of testimony or evi- 
dence, his honor will permit us to say em- 
phatically that we are as competent and as 
able to decide a question of facts as well as 
his honor or any one else. 

We ‘regret very much to be called upon 
to answer the unjust and unmanly ,attack 
made upon us by the judge, but justice to 
ourselves, our friends and our. families de- 
mands that we say that there was not one 
scintilla of evidence, in our opinion, that 
would have justified a verdict of ‘guilty’ 
in this case, nor was there enough evidence 
to have satisfied our minds beyond a reason- 
able doubt that the defendant was guilty. 


As charged, and as his honor instructed us, 


that if the state does not prove its case be- 
yond a reasonable doubt, it was our duty 
to find the defendant not guilty. We did so 
and have perfectly clear consciences that 
we did our duty to our country, his honor’s 
opinion to the contrary notwithstanding. 
A clear conscience to us is worth far 
more than the amen of a judge who goes 
out of his way to heap insult upon the 
heads of reputable citizens in the honest 
discharge of their duty.

The resignation of Mr. Gladstone, as the 
English premier, and his subsequent refus- 
ai to accept a proffered earluom, recalls 
the tact that during the whoie of his ca- 
reer in public lite—embracing a period of 
more than sixty years—he has not 
only been a statesman of pararmount abil- 
ity but a Christian of blameless aid exalt- 
ed piety. He has not only conducted a 
number of controversies with the leading in- 
fidels of the world, but has written several 
volumes on religion in addition to giving 
vne of his sons to the ministry. lew men 
have ever lived who could refuse ® pcer- 
age; and the spectacle of Mr. Gladstone, 
whose sobbriquet in history will be that 
of the ‘‘grand old commoner,” is unique 
and striking. At the age ot eighty-three; 
with the snows of four score years resting 
upon him ijiike a crown; with a heart still 
hale and vigorous, and a step as buoyant 
and elastic as when he first entered the 
British parliament, Mr. Gladstone is not 
only the central figure of the world, but 
one of the most illustrious examples this 
world has ever x egiee Surely he was right 
in refusing a title which could hardly tup- 
plement the honor which his virtues had 
achieved; and especially when, in the roles 
of statesinanship and high position, he had 
been the acknowledged king of England in 
all but the wearing of the crown. 


It may be a surprise to many to know 
that Dr. H. V. M. Miller, the Nestor of the 
Medical profession in Georgia, and whose 
stirring eloquence secured for him long 
years ago the familiar epithet of ‘‘the 
Demosthenese of the mountains,” was 
licensed nearly fifty years ago to preach 
the gospel, and yet such is the truth of 
history. Dr Miller is a remarkable man and 
one of the most gifted perhaps which 
this section of the country has ever pro- 
duced. 
tained already “to the patriarchal !limit— 
he is cheered by the consolation of having 
gserved his generation both acceptably and 
well. As a minister of the gospel, a sena- 
tor in congress, an orator whose voice in 
the tumult of debate resembled the music 
of a cataract, and lastly, as a physician 
whose life has been a stainless ornament 
to the profession, the character of Dr. 
Miller has been well rounded and his use- 
ful services will long survive him in Geor- 
gia’s grateful recollection.
